SOCIALISTS AGAIN DEFEATED. 


Some Dissatisfaction With the Report 
of the Special Committee On 
Autonomy. 


Scranton, Pa., Dec. 14.—The American 
Federation of Labor In the last minutes 
of this nfternoon'a session put itself on 
record on two questions which have 
been agitating the delegates since the 
convention convened ten days ago, 
naanely: Trade autonomy and social¬ 
ism. The greater of the two In the 
minds of moat of the delegates was lhAt 
of autonomy. In brief the special com¬ 
mittee on autonomy recommended for 
large Industrial concerns where there 
are only a few craftsmen the best para¬ 
mount organization possible in such es¬ 
tablishment and the promulgation of 
subdivided crafts Into district and na¬ 
tional trade councils, where all dis¬ 
putes should be settled. The recom¬ 
mendations of the committee, to the 
surprise of many, were unanimously 
adopted without a single remark being 
made by anyone. The recommenda¬ 
tions are viewed differently by the del¬ 
egates. The miners who have favored 
Industrial autonomy and who have put 
that principle into effect In the mines 
looked upon It as a victory, while the 
brewery workmen, pressmen and long¬ 
shoremen saw some concessions in the 
report. There are not a few who were 
displeased and declared that the whole 
rejArt was no more than a ‘•straddle*’ 
enfl that the question will come up 
In. 

failure of the Socialist delegates 
to attack the substitute resolution was 
the surprise of the day. The Socialists 
in decJintiDff to take up the discussion 
explained! hut the convention had so 
much business to dispose of In the lim¬ 
ited time at Its disposal that they would 
rot seize the opportunity at this time 
to show socialism could cure the ills of 
humanity.

ARGENTINA STANDS 


BY HER RIGHTS AND WILL NOT 
BE BLUFFED BY CHILI. 


WILL MAKE NO CONCESSIONS. 


This Determination Causes Washing¬ 
ton To Fear War May Result 
From Dispute. 


Washington, Doc. 14.—The Chilian 
charge d'affalr*. Mr. Infante, received 
a cablegram to-day from the Chilian 
Foreign Office stating that an answer 
had been delivered yesterday to Angen- 
tlna’a lateat note in the pending con¬ 
troversy and that the Chilian Govern¬ 
ment was confident of an amicable ad¬ 
justment. Mr. Infante has received a 
number of dispatches from his govern¬ 
ment since the crisis began, all of them 
minimizing the seriousness of the 
trouble and asserting that peace would 
be maintained. 

Dr. Garcla-Merou, the Argentina min¬ 
ister. received no dispatches from his 
government to-day. Neither the rep¬ 
resentatives of Argentina or Chill have 
any know ledge of the formal overtures 
being made by the United States for the 
exercise of good offices, nor have either 
of the governments made requests thus 
far for the friendly offices of any out¬ 
side Power. 

Although the public expressions of 
those occupying diplomatic positions 
are necessarily optimistic, there is rea¬ 
son for believing that the situation Is 
more grave that the officials are will¬ 
ing to admit. On the part of Argen¬ 
tina, It appears to In? certain that she 
will maintain the stand she has here¬ 
tofore announced to Chill. It Is said 
that In previous»controversles between 
these countries Chill has usually car¬ 
ried her points by the aggressiveness 
of her course, but In the present in¬ 
stance thorn- well versed In Argintina 
affairs declare there will be no con¬ 
cession or compromise brought about 
by Chill's aggressiveness and her show 
of military strength. There is reason 
to belH ve that thin view has b*?en made 

f nown to the Government of the 
*n!ted States and that It leads the offi¬ 
cials here to believe that the present 
situation Involves the elements of dan¬ 
ger and possibly rar.

Must Abolish the Treasury. 


“It !* my conviction.” h* said, “that

Integral part of the hanking system and 
cannot be safely destroyed until a cen¬ 
tral reserve bank has been developed. 
Otherwise, the duty of protecting the 
gold reserve from exp irtation would fa 1 
upon 4,064 national and 5.648 State banks 
and institutions.

Washington. Dec. 14.—[Special.]—The 
friends of Rear Admiral Schley are dia- 
satisfied with the results of the Board 
of Inquiry, which they consider a gross 
outrage upon the name and fame of a 
gallant officer. They console themselves 
not a little over the position of Admiral 
Dewey. In fact, the hero of Manila Is 
more popular In Washington to-night 
than he has been since his triumphed 
entry Into the city two years ago. 

There Is not likely to be a congression¬ 
al Investigation, and It Is not believed 
that Admiral Schley wishes It, even if It 
should fully vindicate his honor. Th4re 
may be, however, a Joint resolution of 
thanks to Schley passed through Con¬ 
gress during the session. Representative 
Wheeler, of Kentucky, a leading Demo¬ 
cratic member of the Naval Committee, 
said: 

“First, I doubt the wisdom of attempt¬ 
ing a congressional Investigation. This 
matter has been stirred enough already, 
find to the detriment of the American 
navy.

INDUSTRIAL STATISTICS 
FOR STATE OF MISSISSIPPI. 


[early Thirty-six Million Dollars Is 
Invested In About Five Thou¬ 
sand Industries. 


Washington. Deo 14.-The final sta¬ 
tistics of the Census Bureau on the 
manufacturing and mechanical Indus¬ 
tries of Mississippi for 1900 were an¬ 
nounced to-day. The report shows a 
capital of $35,807,419 In the 4,772 estab¬ 
lishments reported. The gross value of 
the products is returned at $40,431.3*6 
w ith a net value of $27,813,332. represent¬ 
ing the increase in raw materials re¬ 
sulting from manufacturing processes. 
This Involves an outlay of $1,167,020 for 
salaries of officials, clerk, etc.; $7,471,- 
S*6 for wages; $1,476,855 for miscellane¬ 
ous expenses, including rent, taxes, etc 
nnd $21,692,092 for materials used. White 
the capital Invested Increased over HO 
per cent., the population during the 
same period increased almost 156 per 
cent. The manufacture of lumber nnd 
timber products Is the most Important 
Industry In the State, employing al¬ 
most 37 per cent, of all wage-earm-rs of 
the State with almost 39 per cent, of 
the total value of all products of the 
Btafa.

Knoxville. Tenn., Dec. 14 -To-day's 
developments In the shooting last night 
of Policemen 8aylor and Dinwiddle 
were sensational in the extreme. 

Local detectives are now almost cer¬ 
tain that the desperado, who escaped 
after fatally wounding one policeman 
and seriously wounding the second. Is 
either one of Kilpatrick’s accomplices 
In the Montana train robbery or an 
agent of the Kilpatrick gang To-day 
$3,800 worth of the stolen unsigned $20 
notes of the National Bank of Montana 
were located by detectives In the pos¬ 
session of a local saloonkeeper and con¬ 
fiscated. Considerable of the money 
had already been tloated with mer¬ 
chants. The man is-belleved to be Har¬ 
ry Longbaugh. alias William Parkey, 
who escaped from the Nashville police 
a few weeks ago by means of an ice 
wagon, rt has had Inside Information 
for several days that Longbaugh was 
In upper East Tennessee and the de¬ 
velopments of to-day make it almost 
certain that he is the man who made 
such a murderous assault on the two 
Knoxville officers. After escaping from 
the scene of the affray, Longbaugh se¬ 
cured a covered hack and was driven 
out of the city limits. Later he wa3 
seen ten miles east of the city and a 
posse has been on the trail ever since 
early this morning. The would-be mur¬ 
derer was struck frequently by tho 
officers who were shot, two billies being 
splintered on his head. With the re¬ 
action from a long spree and the effects 
of the policemen’s clubs It Is thought 
that ho will soon be forced to seek help 
and shelter, and as the whole country 
knows of the affair that he will soon 
be captured. 

Luther Brady. James Boley and John 
Whipple, three Knoxville men, were ar¬ 
rested this morning with Montana bank 
notes In their possession. They dis¬ 
closed the location of the $3,800. later 
confiscated. The bills are numbered 
serially from 1.201 to 2.000 Inclusive. 
The Government numbers are from 
934,349 to 935.148. All three men claim 
to have won the money from the des¬ 
perado by gambling, but th«*y are 
known to have been In Asheville, N. C., 
last week. 


LOWER SPEED. CHEAPER 

FARES AND MORE CARS. 


St. Louis City Council Will Compel 
Better Service From Street Car 
• Companies. 


St. Louis. Dec. 14.—[FpeclaJ.]—The 
House of Delegates, at a spec.al session 
held this morning passed the Boyce 
Fender Bill requiring street car com¬ 
panies to place new and effective life¬ 
saving devices In use. and a resolution 
giving the Transit and Suburban Com¬ 
panies notice that legislation reducing 
the speed of their cars and far** 
charged standing passengers will be 
passed if they do not improve thedr 
service within thirty days. A.11 the 
twenty members present voted for the 
resolution and for the Fender Bill. 

The concluding paragraph of the reso¬ 
lution la as follows: 

Be It resolved by the House of Dele¬ 
gates the Council concurring there n. That 
the St. I^ouls Tran* t Company and the 
Bt. l^»uls ami Suburban Railway Com¬ 
pany be notified that utd**s within thirty 
day* from the passage of this resolution 
the o*vomnvnlation to the public be Im¬ 
proved that Lhe Assembly will, by proper 
and appropriate legislation, compel an in¬ 
crease in the frequency of trips made by 
the cars, a reduction In the rpeed, and 
also a reduction of the fares which may 
be charged of all persons using the same 
when rot afforded seats therein. 

Complaints against the Transit Com¬ 
pany's service have been numerous dur¬ 
ing the past two months, and the Hous? 
resolution Is the result of the pressure 
of public sentiment. The business men 
of the South Side. North Side and Weal 
End yesterday organized to take rtepa 
to compel the Transit Company to put 
on more cars and to stop at street cross¬ 
ing* to put off and take on passengers. 
Two or three adverse decisions hAve 
been rendered In the conns recently, 
holding the Transit Company liable for 
damages in cases of failure to stop for 
passengers, and trouble over collection 
of fares. What effect these* decision# 
and the threatened legislation of the 
Municipal Assembly will have on the 
Transit Company’s stock remains to be 
seen. 

BIG STORM IN TENNESSEE. 

Two Bridges Washed Away and 
Other Damage Done. 

Cro?svl!le. Tenn., Dec. 14.—[Special.]— 
This section was visited last night by 
the worst rain nnd windstorm In its 
history. Two bridges were washed 
away by swollen streams, and much 
damage done. The large Iron bridge 
spanning the Tennessee Central rallr ad 
at Fall creek was washed away; also 
the county bridge on the same stream. 
The breaking of an artificial lake Just 
above the bridges so increased the vol¬ 
ume of water that the piers were unahle 
to bear up the structures. It will take 
at least one month to rebuild these 
bridges, and in the meantime the five 
coal comfianlcN now shipping coal will 
remain at a standstill. At many other 
points along the Tennessee Central cave- 
ins and washouts are reported.

GERMANY'S COTTON SUPPLY. 


Berlin. Dec. 14. —The Emperor, among 
a variety of new subjects engaging his 
attention. Is looking into the relations 
of the German workmen's productive¬ 
ness and the use of beer during work¬ 
ing hours. Ills Majesty's inquiries 
among employers and students of social 
questions Indicate that he regards the 
beer now drunk regularly on factory 
premises as appreciably detrimental to 
both accuracy of workmanship and 
amount of product. A movement Is 
on foot exclude beer from the fac¬ 
tories. Several works have already ed¬ 
ucated their operatives to dispense with 
the morning and afternoon beer re¬ 
cesses. It is quite common for a work¬ 
man to drink ten pints a day In the 
shops, while the average is not much 
below a gallon per day, especially 
among molders. 

An American Arm making electrical 
apparatus here has kept records of the 
work done before and since the prohi¬ 
bition of beer. The result Is 10 per 
cent. Increase in product per man. Part 
of the increase, however, is due to the 
time saved. The theory of the Arm is 
that beer drinking in working hours 
makes a man physically and mentally 
Inactive, and that consequently, he is 
less capable of doing his best work, es¬ 
pecially toward the end of the day.

By Construction of the Will of An

of Cornelius VanShalck Roosevelt, 
who died in New York In 1887.

JUDGE DURELLE’S OPINION. 


SAYS PLAINTIFFS HAVE OTHER 
REMEDY AT LAW.

KIRBY GETS A NEW TRIAL 


Jydge George DuRelle, of the Court 
of Appeals, filed an opinion yesterday 
In the Circuit Clerk’s office dissolving 
the Injunction recently granted by 
Judge Toney to W. L. Weller & Sons 
and the N. Sid Platt Company in their 
suits against the Cumberland Tele¬ 
phone and Telegraph Company. 

The main ground of the suits was 
that the Cumberland Telephone and 
Telegraph Company refused to accept 
a rental of $6.50 a month unless the 
plaintiffs renewed a three-years’ con¬ 
tract. and that otherwise the company 
would remove Its telephones or charge 
a rental of $8.60 a month. The plaint¬ 
iff further contended that $4 a month 
w'as a reasonable charge, and that the 
telephone company unjustly discrim¬ 
inated against Us patrons. 

In regard to the alleged discrimina¬ 
tion as to tho three-years* contract 
with an old subscriber who has paid 
the cost of Installation, Judge DuRelle 
says: 

"In answer to this proposition, It 
may be said that the coat of Installa¬ 
tion is not the only element which Just¬ 
ifies a difference in price between serv 
Ice by the month, subject to be stop¬ 
ped at the will of the customer, and a 
like service under a three-years' con¬ 
tract. In the one case, the service may 
be terminated at the end of the first 
month and the corporation left with Its 
metallic circuit Installed and useless, in 
which event It must Incur the cost of 
removal or lose Interest on the cost of 
Installation. 

"So far os I am informed, tho right 
of railroad companies to charge a less 
rate per mile on thousand-mile tickets 
than on trip tickets or for a round-trip 
ticket than for a single trip, Is unques¬ 
tioned. 

"If the actual cost to the company of 
tho service furnished to each sub¬ 
scriber must be Inquired into and no 
classification Is permissible except upon 
the basis of an exact calculation of the 
cost of service, then no two customers 
can bo classed together and a dlrterent 
rate must be charged to each. • • • But 
if a substantial difference exists be¬ 
tween the classes, the little differences 
of situation and circumstance between 
members of the same class may be dis¬ 
regarded. The difference to the corpor¬ 
ation between the value of a contract 
for years and a contract for a shorter 
period—between a thousand-mile ticket 
and a trip ticket—has always been con¬ 
sidered a substantial ground for classi¬ 
fication." 

Judge DuRelle, In passing on the 
right of a court to fix what is a reason¬ 
able rental and to adjudge recovery 
of the excess paid, says that equity 
could Intervene for the protection of 
the plaintiff If the defendant company 
refused to perform service at all or If 
It was to nmk<* an unjust discrimina¬ 
tion between the plaintiff and others 
similarly situated. But Judge DuRelle 
denies that it was shown that the de¬ 
fendant company had done either of 
these things. 

"It is urged." says Judge DuDelle. 
that the question whether an ade¬ 
quate remedy at law exists cannot be 
now' considered, as that defense to 
these suits for an Injunction has not 
been pleaded. This doctrine Is not ac¬ 
cepted In Kentucky and the Court of 
Appeals has frequently decreed a re¬ 
fusal of the remedy by Injunction be¬ 
cause of the existnnee of an adequate 
remedy at law without any pleading 
upon the subject 

“These two cases show that defend¬ 
ant offers to furnish the service at not 
exceeding $3.50 per month above what 
plaintiffs claim is a reasonable rate; 
that in not exceeding six months an¬ 
other telephone company will be In 
operation under contract to furnish like 
service at S4 per month. vVhlch !h 
claimed to be a reasonable rate. If 
this is true, there Is no necessity for 
any Irreparable injury. • • • It Is a 
question at worst, according to plaint¬ 
iffs’ own contention, of submission to n 
moderate extortion for a period not ex¬ 
ceeding six months. If plaintiffs are 
correct In their contention, they are en- 
11tied to recover the excess over a rea¬ 
sonable rati; which has been paid by 
them under compulsion. They have a

Mr. Herman Just I, of Chicago, Com- j 
mUslnner of the Illinois Coal Operators* 
Aasm-lu.lior, arrived here yesterday to 
spend Sunday with Mr. E. J. McDer- | 
molt, an old friend. Mr. .fusil's duties 
ore to represent the mine owners in all i 
disputes arising between employer and 
employes. He has been invited to at- J 
tend the annua! meeting of the Atrn-r- I 
lean Economic Association at Washing¬ 
ton December 27 to HO, and has accepted. 
He will deliver an address entitled 
“ConcUiaition and Arbitration in the 
Cot»2 Mining Industry." His paper will 
be discussed by Carroll D. Wright, Chief 
of the Bureau of Statistics at Washing¬ 
ton. and John Mitchell, president of the 
United Mine Workers of America. 

Mr. JustI last night explained the ob¬ 
ject* of his address. He said: 

"First— It is to describe the system 
of conciliation and arbitration in Illinois. 

"Second— 1 To bring out the chief ob¬ 
stacles that stand In the way of a gen¬ 
eral adoption of this system, the chief 
obstacle being perhaps thaf tho employ¬ 
er class is not organised end therefore 
employe! s are at a tremendous disad- 
\aptage in dealing with organized labor. 

Third—The abject of this discussion is 
to bring out the value of trad** agree¬ 
ments between the*employer class and 
the employe class, and also to ascertain 
how well these trade agreement arc 
curried out. 

"My contention' is that inasmuch us 
oil aggravated troubles or organized 
strikes are Jin ally settled by means of 
conciliation? that these aggravated dis¬ 
putes and costly strikes should be 
avoided by the very means that ate 
finally adopted to bring about peace. 

"A great deal of the trouble between 
employers and employes grows out of 
the absurd idea that labor and capital 
are partners. The truth Is that the re¬ 
lation between capital and labor aie 
only contract relations, and the nego¬ 
tiations between the two Interests 
should, therefore, be along business 
lines. 

"Our system In Illinois is simply this: 
Whenever any dispute arises between 
owners and employes, if the differences 
cannot be settled by mine managers and 
representatives of the coal miners, the 
ail of the Commissioner is invoked, 
and he, together with the president of 
the miners’ organization of the State. 
Investigates the trouble and arranges 
what Is an equitable settlement of the 
questions in dispute. The result of this 
system has been to keep men at work 
that otherwise would have remained 
Idle until the two Interests were set¬ 
tled and formerly they were settled In 
one of two ways. Either the miner was 
exhausted In the effort to gain what he 
conceived to be his rights or the em¬ 
ployer surrendered what he believed to 
be his rights. . 

••Under this system every dispute 
that has arisen has been adjusted, and 
while a majority of those wqre trtv al. 
still It is out of the most trilling dlf- 
feranet-B that the most protracted and 
costly strikes have arisen. The saving 
to operators and miners, while impos- 
stb’» t«» accurately estimate, has been 
not less than $250,000 a year and pos¬ 
sibly much as a half million. ’

ty character. One can ^nrrely fall to 
notice the utter absence of great hank 
robberies during the past five or ten 
years. A few hav<- been successfully 
performed In that time, hut with one 
single exception the money was obt«in¬ 
fer as he glanced down the barrel of a 
six-shooter The exception was when 
ed during banking hours from the -ash- 
* stranger engaged a bank cashier In 
conversation while he hooked out a roll 
Of bill* with the aid of a piece of wire 
from under the official* nose.

fore he was seventeen years old. and 
bed launched «*n a career of crime be¬ 
fore he was eighteen He had wonder¬ 
ful skill n*• a locksmith and was taken 
up by two noted criminals, George 
Bliss and **Fairy” McGuire, whom he 
m»*t tn a New York gambling-house. 
They used him in robbing a New Jer¬ 
sey bank, and the success of the ven¬ 
ture was due primarily to his skill. He 
progi itssed rapidly, and as his ability 
became known In the "crook” world his 
services were in constant demand. He 
probably engaged in twenty robberies 
before his name became known to the 
authority- He had scarcely attained 
his majority when he w*as planning out 
big robberies for himself. At that time 
the only safe in general use In banka 
and business houses in thl* country 
was that made by the Lilly Company. 
Shinburn figured that a man who could 
master tHc secret of the Lilly combina¬ 
tion lock could loot ei'ery Lilly safe In 
the country. He decided to go and 
work for the Lilly Company. Bliss and 
McGuire agreed to keep him in funda 
while ho studied. It took him over n 
year to «»btaln ail the knowledge he 
needed. With this mass of valuable in¬ 
formation Shinburn and his associates 
plundered Lilly safes aJI over the coun¬ 
try. finally driving the Lilly Company 
out of bus ness. 

• • • 

Many Times In Prison. 

Time nml again the man wne arrest¬ 
ed. and several conviction* are on rec¬ 
ord against hltn. but no pitson was ever 
strong enough to hold him for long. 
With th' police of the country after 
him. Shinburi: went to New York City 
and invested a large sum In the stock 
market. He wau warned to By. as the 
authorities wer - closing in on him. hut 
he calm!; waited to see how hi* invest¬ 
ment wouid tun: out. A sudden rls* in 
the market brought him a fortune, and 
with ovcj a million dollar*; of stolen 
motley he sailed for Belgium. with 
which country the United States had 
no extradition treaty at that lime. He 
purchHffpd the title and estate of a de¬ 
crepit nobleman, ainl blossomed forth 
as Count Shinburn. He spent thousands 
of dollars on entertainments; the mag¬ 
nitude of hie operations on the Bourse 
i-naggeted the native speculators, and 
hts enormous winnings and losing* were 
commented on all over Europe. For fif¬ 
teen years he kept up this gait, then 
came a scries of misfortunes, and th<» 
great bunk nurglar was i>ennllesa once 
more.

out. put on the latter’s nffi.e hat and 
duster, and while pretending to work 
over some books, rlfied the .-ash drawer 
and safe of $10,000. He walked into a 
New York bank one morning and noti¬ 
fied the bookkeeper that he had been 
discharged, and that he (Johnson! had 
been employed in hi* place. While the 
indignant bookkeeper went to sec the 
president about the matter Johnson 
Vamoosed with S25.O0O. By a similar 
exhibition of nerve Johnson robbed a 
number of hotel safes while the clerks 
were on duty birt a few feet away. 
But his face became known, and It fin¬ 
ally became a police custom to arrest 
him every time he appeared on the 
street. 

• • • 

Around the country to-day there are 
probably a score of other crooks who 
thrived and made fortunes by thedr 
nerve and skill In the palmy days of 
the cracksman. But their duy has 
passed and every year two or three uf 
them are picked up for some trilling 
crime that fifteen or twenty years ago 
they would have scorned to think of 
committing. Electricity and the mod¬ 
ern safe have driven them to the wall. 
Gradually they are dying off.

KaUimoie, Dec. 14.—|Special.!—In an 
elaborate article treating of the negro 
industrially ip presented in the Manu¬ 
facturers’ Record an analysis or the 
figures bearing upon the migration of 
negroes during the past ten years, from 
which it appears thnt the mussing of 
them in particular locations in the 
South may be regarded us a token of 
material development and the migra¬ 
tion of others to States outside the 
South as a gain for the South in more 
ways than one. It muy surprise many 
that of the 2.S67 counties, patlshe*. dis 
tricts, municipalities, etc., regarded ms 
general divisions in the liKHj census enu 
meratlon. only 1W had no negroes in 
their population. Striking points about 
these figures are the toct Hut. thlrt> 
six of 243 counties in Texas have n-> 
negro population, while there is but one 
of the 102 counties of Illinois without 
them, and that there are more negroes 
lr» Massachusetts than in Delaware, 
while their number in Missouri is but 
4.3S1I greater than their number In Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

Negroes On the Move. 

These figure* show that the negroes 
are on the move. In h comparatively 
small group of States the males and 
females are moving at the *H»n« raft* 
aw! about In the same direction. The 
tendency of females in the movement 
in the South and as they have moved 
from it has been for the mo?t part to. 
ward towns and cities. Tills is a result 
in h*rg* measure of the openings In 
urban life to household service, or Its 
accessories, especially in the South, and 
in Eastern sex board cities, such as Phil¬ 
adelphia and New York. In the East 
this movement has brought about an 
excess of femaJe negroes, though the 
excess of the males outside the South 
amounts to 12.641. In the South the fe¬

STAMP STATIONS 


WHERE POST-OFFICE ARTICLES 
MAY BE HAD ON SUNDAY. 


Nineteen Places of Which Many Per¬ 
sons Seem To Have Little 
Knowledge. 


In spite of the fact that there are 
nineteen stations and substations in 
Louisville at which stamps, envelopes, 
special delivery stamps and all articles 
necessary for mailing purposes can be 
secured on Sunday, few people get any 
practical benefit from It. The majority 
of them know that the main stamp 
office Is open from 9 to 10 o’clock a. m. 
and from 4 to 6 o’clock p.~ m. on Sun¬ 
day, but the idea of getting stamps at 
any other of the stations or substa¬ 
tions Is never put into effect. 

In reply to the question of a Courier- 
Journal reporter yesterday afternoon 
Dr. Baker gave the following list of 
places where stamps can be obtained 
on Sunday: All the regular stations 
are open between 10 and 11 o’clock in 
the morning. Some of the substations, 
as the one in the Louisville Trust Com¬ 
pany building, tire closed on Sunday, 
but In nearly every Instance the stamp 
substation Is open from .8 o’clock In the 
morning until 10 o’clock at night This 
is true In all cas^s where the substation 
Is in a drug store. The substation at 
Preston and Market streets is open 
twenty-four hours out of every twenty- 
four. and that at First and Jefferson 
streets from 6 o’clock In the morning 
until midnight

Several Louisville women are Inter¬ 
ested In the work of the American Park 
and Outdoor Art Association and are 
contemplating the organization of a 
branch society in Louisville. The as¬ 
sociation was organized primarily for 
the purpose of preserving natural parks 
for public use and of stimulating pub¬ 
lic opinion as to the value of parks ns 
educators and sources of health. 

Its next object Is to teach the value 
of trees, shrubs, flowers, fine lawns and 
the artistic laying out of private 
grounds, the building of artistic houses 
and other structures, the value of trees 
on public streets, their planting and 
preservation. 

The Woman's Auxiliary has been of 
great benefit to the organization. The 
auxiliary alms to promote the objects 
for which the association was formed 
by securing the co-operation of w'omen. 

Some of the objects of the associa¬ 
tion are the improvement of the public 
playgrounds, to instill into the minds of 
school children a love of nature and 
of outdoor art. to check them from 
committing vandalism; to improve fac¬ 
tory districts by placing grass plots 
and flower beds and erasing the for¬ 
bidding aspect of their premises.

Th© Christian mission of Ran Francisco 
ami Portland, which represent almost all 
religious bodies, have appealed to Gen.

Certain classes of Chinese ar** exempted 
hy the original act. ns students, mer¬ 
chants and travelers, hut In different re¬ 
enactments. and especially In the rulings 
attending the execution of tho law, va¬ 
rious terms have been employed, and con¬ 
fusion about terms Is the outcome Out 
or i ids confusion many persons get into 
prison, and are compelled to prove them- 
sclves entitled to their liberty, which Is 
contrary to all Anglo-Kaxon legal prac¬ 
tice.

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Is Peace Coining In South Africa? 

* With the approach of the great 
Christian holiday It would be a most 
appropriate thing if the world could be 
told of the ending of th© one struggle 
whose consequences have been so far- 
reaching and one still no potent with 
evil possibilities. It is encouraging, 
therefore, that there are indications of 
the cessation of hostilities in South 
Africa at the very time when Great 
Britain two years ago was sustaining 
such shocks from the embattled farm¬ 
ers of the Transvaal. The signs are only 
suggestive, but they may mean more 
than now appears. 

The action of the financial markets 
often given the first Intimation of com¬ 
ing events and encouragement is to be 
found In the decided advance In British 
consols. 

The rise yesterday and for the week 
Was so decided that It would seem im¬ 
portant developments are coming to 
pass. Friday* the quotations closed at 
92 11-16 for money und 92*i for the ac- 
countt The close yesterday was a full 
point higher for mon*y, being 93 11-16 
. nnd 93 3-16 for the a« count, a gain of 
6-16. The quotations a week ago were 
92 7-16 for money and 92 11-16 for the 
account, so the advance has been very 
considerable. In fnct the rise has been 
By odds the most Important news of the 
Week. 

The market for British consols Is al¬ 
ways worth watching since they may 
be termed the leading securities of the 
world. It was about this time two years 

• go that they broke so sharply on the 
defeat of Lord Methuen in South Af¬ 
rica, and the decline since then has been 
persistent. They stood at the record 
figure of 114 in 189S. but fell last fall 
es low as 90 under the discouragements 
pf the South Afrlrun War nnd the fear 
of another large issue. The rise of four 
points is so larg© and has been so well 
maintained that It is of vital import- 
<mnce 

The obvious explanation of the rise 
Is that the end of the war In South 
Africa Is approaching, and that no new 
Issue of consols Is to be made in April 
•* had been expected. The action In 
the Rand mining share market Is cor¬ 
roborative of this. They have not had 
•uch an advance as consols, but they 
have had quite a resectable rise In all 
the big financial markets of Europe. 
The mines are gradually being rc- 
op» M*d and made productive once more, 
which constitutes a material element 
toward the return of prosperity to the 
United Kingdom The Statist of No¬ 
vember .10 paid that mining operations 
Were b©tng slowly resumed. About 
«ne-t©nth of the whole Milling of fro* 
Ri nd, it said, was again at work. As 
tin* mines at which operations hnv «5 
again been resumed are generally 
tun on g th* richest. 1 lie output is con¬ 
siderably mere than one-tenth of what 
It was before the omb,eak of the war 
•'In Yound figures." ocrealties the Sta¬ 
tist. “gold Is being produced at the 
p’vwnt time at ih< tat a of about two 
an 1 a quarter million* sterling n year. 
That h something which will have a 
l beneficial Influence by-and-by. But If 
*■ the whole of the mints could he worked 
on * more r.nd we were receiving twen¬ 
ty million-* sterling a year **r upward. 
It Is easy to imagine w hat an Immense 
Improvement would almost immedi¬ 
ately set In. first at home here and 
afterward abroad. Moreover as soon 
as order m restored Immense public 
works of various kinds lit hav© to 
fe» Nik, That will iovuivC- ihc ytak¬ 


ing of large orders of every kind In this 
country and of n general revival of 
trade. For every reason, then, poll 11 - 
rally and economically, the war should 
be brought to an end." 

The Suiis: Is quite right as to the 
effects of peace and the whole world 
would he benefited. Much more than 
material prosperity is concerned, for If 
the war should go on and England lose 
her prestige the balance of Europe 
might lie, almost certainly would be. 
disturbed. From such a source of 
'’Vila a cessation of hostilities would 
certainly release the world, and there¬ 
fore it is most desirable from .very 
point of view. 


Original Research. 

Of making many universities, as of 
making books, th©r© is no . nd. We 
have some fine universities, some 
others that ought to be called colleges, 
and not a few colleges that should be 
called academies. Facilities for higher 
education are not limited from want of 
more Institutions, but rather from 
want of time or money for support on 
1 he part of many who would be stu¬ 
dents. The creation of a national uni¬ 
versity In competition with those now 
In existence Is not a crying need. 

The matter of original resea rc h stands 
on a different basis. Civilised nations 
have profited enormously from the re¬ 
sult of original Investigation. This 
has been largely originated and car¬ 
ried on by individuals with only such 
casual aid as they may have been able 
to obtain by their own exertions. The 
divine hunger for knowledge takes but 
little account of the* limitations Inspired 
by adverse circumstances and stimu¬ 
lates to triumph-** under every sort of 
discouragement. Nevertheless research 
requires time, and this must often be 
withdrawn from gainful occupations. 
It is important that the right men 
should have leisure for Investigation, 
and such facilities as money ran pro¬ 
vide. Heme a large sum of money 
such as that tendered by Mr. Carnegie, 
if properly handled nr.d applied, might 
do a good deal to encourage and pro¬ 
mote original research, with corres¬ 
ponding favorable results to the masses 
of the people. 

Of course the details of such a schem© 
require careful elaboration. To describe 
It as '•university extension" appeal's to 
give It too narrow a scope. The uni¬ 
versity is good, but much valuable re¬ 
search has been done by men w*ho have 
never seen the Inside of a university. 
Hence the facilities provided need not 
be for university students or gradu¬ 
ates exclusively, but should be for such 
others as possess the qualifications that 
w 111 mak© their work worthy of encour¬ 
agement. The research W’ould probably 
be largely In the fields of science, hut It 
might also profitably exploit the domain 
of history, archaeology and others. In 
many of these fields research is re¬ 
stricted, because it does not offer any 
Immediate pecuniary returns, and men 
who must earn their own subsistence 
can only engage in It, as a labor of 
love, in those Interval* snatched from 
remunerative toil. How* much has been 
done even In this way the history of 
Invention and discovery amply attests, 
but had those best equipped for such 
tasks more leisure their achievements 
would be correspondingly augmented 
In extent and utility. In the practical 
administration of such a trial the task 
of distinguishing between the fanciful 
and the practical would, prubably, be 
very great, but the difficulty, with ca¬ 
pable management, would doubtless be 
overcome in time, as similar difficulties 
have been In other new enterprises. 


England's Food Supply. 

Great Britain has long been supposed 
to be Irrevocably wedded to free trade. 
Certain It is that her thinkers have not 
been convinced by any argument made 
In favor of the general principles of 
protection. Nevertheless, there are indi¬ 
cations that the heightening and 
strengthening of the tariff walls by 
other countries is having Us effect in 
England, "the dominant partner" In the 
British Empire. This influence Is ex¬ 
tend p cl at once by the greater need of 
tevenue growing out of the Boer War 
and the falling off of British foreign 
trade lr. consequence of the fierce com¬ 
petition of other countries British 
business nie-n are beginning to ask 
therns^vea whether the tariff war 
against British trade shall go on for¬ 
ever without any effort at retaliation. 

With the current dincuselon of "British 
isolation" has come a discussion of the 
English food supply. It is well known 
that England has long b* n ur^ble to 
feed her own people. They nfe fed to 
a large extent by the United States, 
though other countries nnd her own col¬ 
onies furnish a good deal of her food. 
The colonies have long desired that 
duties be put on foodstuffs Imported 
into England, and Into Ireland and 
Scotland as well, frj>m foreign countries, 
leaving imports from British colonies 
free. This would afford the colonies a 
better market f *r their foodstuffs, b©- 
1 a us* they would he able to add th » 
amount of the duty to the price. Thus 
the colonies would he enriched to that 
ext* nt by the higher prices for food 
paid by the people of Englan.l, Ireland 
and Scotland. The consumers of Great 
Britain have been slow to see the ad¬ 
vantage to them of taxing thrmselvf# 
for the benefit of colonies which have 
tariffs of their own ag iinst British man¬ 
ufactured goods. But It is urg**d that 
ttie colonies have deserv-Hl well of th* 
mother country by valuable assistance 
in the Boer War. and that they may 
give preferential rat s on British manu¬ 
factures in exchange for the benefit to 
their acrlgulture. Moreover. It Is In¬ 
sisted that the tariff on foodstuffs is 
necessary, so that the empire may pro¬ 
vide Its own food supply in case of war. 
Thus the colonies and the advocate* of 
commercial retaliation in England find 
themselves agreed on the need of ex¬ 
tending the tariff, though for different 
rea*oaa. The col ana. however, have no 


votes In the British Parliament and 
can only give their moral support. 

The argument of the independence of 
Great Britain touching the food sup¬ 
ply In war. by stimulating agriculture 
In the colonies, will hardly bear a close 
examination. It may impress the un¬ 
thinking. but not those who Insist on 
going to the bottom of th«* subject. It 
is argued by a Canadian paper that a 
tariff on food In Great Britain, with 
free trade on food from the colonies, 
would enormously stimulate production 
In Canada, promote immigiatlon and the 
settlement of land not row In cultiva¬ 
tion, and create a great supply for the 
use of the mother country. How to 
get this supply to England In time of 
war is too Intimately connected with 
the question to be neglected, so the 
Canadian paper explains that the Brit¬ 
ish navy Is quite capable of giving car¬ 
goes safe conduct across the Atlantic. 
But It Is obvious that this remark ap¬ 
plies as well to the United States as It 
does to Canada. So long as Great Brit¬ 
ain Is not at war with us. which Is not 
contemplated, our farms will afford 
ample supplies for the British in peace 
or war. In the Improbable event of a 
war between this country and Great 
Britain, to say nothing of what our 
navy might do to British commerce on 
the ocean, our armies might be expect¬ 
ed to cut short British supplies from 
Canada by seixlng the sources of such 
supplies. 

Evidently, however, u war with the 
United States does not enter into these 
calculations, and In the absence of that 
Great Britain can get food from the 
United States as well as from Canada. 
The really, serious question for Great 
Britain is In case there should be 
against her a combination with a 
stronger navy than hers, in that event 
a great food supply in the colonies 
would not materially help her at home. 

It Is worthy of remark, however, that 
the National Union of the Conserva¬ 
tive Associations In England recently 
passed a resolution that "for the bet¬ 
ter security of the nation, Parliament 
should consider what measures can be 
tak**n for the preservation and contin¬ 
uance of our food supply In case of 
complications with other Powers." This 
was adopted as a substitute for a res¬ 
olution asking for a duty on wheat I 11 
the Interest of British farmers and was 
doubtless intended to extend the In¬ 
quiry to other commodities than wheat. 
Nothing was said of stimulating pro- 
duclloa lu the colonies, and the prob¬ 
ability Is that the resolution adopted 
as a substitute looked mainly to the 
protection of English agriculture. There 
Is no doubt that the agitation of this 
question In England is growing more 
spirited, and the prohibitory tariffs of 
other countries are doing more than 
any other circumstance to give It vi¬ 
tality. ________

take three from eleven, what remain*?'

You have eleven 
left. In order to have been able to tuko 
the three from the eleven you must have 
had a separate group of eleven from the 
vicinity of which you could remove the 
throe—in fact, you must have had four* 
teen in order to be able to take three 
from eleven.* 

*' 'Hold on,’ said the other, i had eleven 
apples. 1 took three of thorn away ami 
there w*>r»- tight left.’ 

" 'Certainly,' said Superintendent Payne.

From the other eight. Otherwise you 
must conceive of yourself as tuklng the 
throe apples from themselves, as they 
were a part of the originul eleven.'

Perhaps 
"eleven diminished by three equals 
eight!" *

agogy."

The question as to whether it -hall In 
future l*o permissible in the public 
schools to take three from eleven and 
leave eight is now raging in Uhlcngj, 
with a majority of th** p^dag^gu s 
ranged with Superintendent Payne 
against a stubborn minority. Tb»* qu-s- 
tion ought to be referred to vh* f.ul- 
kiiler for arbitration.

The plan, which 
has tx>en worked on for some time, is to 
union xe every branch of hotel and res¬ 
taurant labor and to admit bartenders to 
morab r>hip.

mer. it Is alleged, are aiwayp wiling to 
work for low r wag* * On many of th© 
heavily patronised rout** of the country 
negrues. :t Is said, work for almost noth- 
ing, rvlying almost entirely upon "tip©" 
for their >ctvlce*.

Nueva Caures, Camarlnes. P. I., Nov. 
10.—Now that a state of peace practi¬ 
cally prevails throughout all portions 
of the Philippine Islands, there Is no 
country which holds out brighter prom¬ 
ises of handsome returns to the Investor 
than does these Islands. 

With the present defective hfwa. high 
tariff, scant knowledge of the products 
nnd the people, the country has not yet 
recovered from the sufferings Incident to 
war. business of all kinds Is on the in¬ 
crease and well managed investmentsare 
yielding from 30 to 75 per cent, profit, 
and with the Introduction of American 
machinery and American methods this 
field. If properly managed, will return 
at least 60 per cent, a year to the pro¬ 
moters for at least several years and 
probably longer. 

• • • 

Land Muddle a Drawback. 


According to the estimates of (’apt. 
George P. Ahern, who was In charge of 
the Forestry* Bureau at Manila, there 
are In the islands 666 different kinds of 
i woods, of which more than 500 are val¬ 
uable for lumber, many of them being 
the finest hardwoods. These 665 trees 
produce timber, firewood, rosin, gums, 
gutLt percha. textiles from seed, bark 
and trunk fibers; oils, intruding per¬ 
fumes. essence, etc.; dyes, barks for 
tanning, sugar and fermented bever¬ 
ages, medicines, fruits and other foods. 

In a recent report t’apt. Ahern says. 

"From various sources of information 
I itm led to believe that the public for¬ 
est lands comprise one-fourth to pos¬ 
sibly one-half of the area of the Philip¬ 
pine Islands, viz; from 20,000.000 to 40.- 
000,000 acres. There are fully 6.000,000 
acres of virgin forest owned by* the 
State in the Islands of Mindoro and 
Paragua. The I sin ml of Mindanao, 
with an area of 20.000,000 acres. Is al¬ 
most entirely Covered w ith timber, there 
being but a small percentage of culti¬ 
vated land. In the province of (’agaynn, 
on the Island of Luzon, there arc* moio 
than 2.000.000 acres of forest. I saw 
tracts of virgin forest where more than 
10.000 cubic feet per acre was standing, 
trees 160 feet in height, with trunks 
clear of branches for eighty feet. 

"There are a great variety of valuable 
gum, rubber and guttn percha trees. 
Wo have a list of seventeen dye woods, 
the revenue from which, If properly ex¬ 
ploited, would pay the cost of the for¬ 
estry service. The ylang-ylang tree 
abound here, its blossoms producing 
an oil that Is the base of many re¬ 
nowned perfumes. The west slope of the 
Island of Romblon is a mass of coaco- 
nut palms from the water’s edge to the 
mountain top, every' tree bringing in a 
y*early* revenue of from $1 to $2.

Roads Badly Needed. 


The greatest drawback at present to 
the investment of money is the failure 
of Congress to pass suitable laws for 
the opening of the public domain to 
purchasers and providing for the set¬ 
tling of the many adverse claims to the 
property of private individuals. Under 
the existing conditions it is almost im¬ 
possible to gel & clear title to any piece 
of property, but as soon as Government 
land is opened and It becomes safe to 
Invest In private property the Philip¬ 
pine Islands will prove a bonanza to 
the pioneer investors. The field is a 
broad one. including lumber, hemp, 
cocoanuts, tobacco, sugar, coffee, cot¬ 
ton, rubber, gutta percha, tropical 
fruits, market gardening and all kinds 
of trading. 

• • • 

Lumber Industry. 

Lumbering is no doubt at present the 
safest and most remunerative Invest¬ 
ment on account of the quick return, 
and the fact that there Is now in ex¬ 
istence a law whereby property rights 
lit timber of public lands can be se¬ 
cured from the Government, thereby 
absolutely Insuring the peaceable en¬ 
joyment of the property secured. By 
applying to the Forestry Bureau. Man¬ 
ila, the right to cut timber from Gov¬ 
ernment lands can be secured for one 
year with the privilege of renewing as 
often ns desired. Lumbering has the 
drawback in that to be successfully* 
carried on It w ill require the investment 
of considerable capital, but the return 
will be large and sure. At present the 
demand for lumber in Manila alone is 
far In access of the supply produced in 
the Islands, and large quantities are 
being Imported from the United States. 


To reap the rich reward offered by’ 
these forests, roads must be built, mills 
erected, means of transportation from 
the coast to the market provided To 
do this will require a great deal of 
rapital. but in no greater proportion to 
the returns than It does in the North¬ 
ern lumbering regions of the United 
States. 

The law at present divides the timbers 
of the Islands Into the following groups 
and fixes the price as follows for the 
privilege of cutting, the term of con¬ 
tract being one year, with the privilege 
of extension: 

Superior group. 14 cents a cubic foot; 
first group. TO cents a ''Ublc foot; second 
group, 8 cents a cubic foot; third group, 
3 cents a cubic foot; fourth group. 2 
cents a cubic foot; fifth group, 1 cent 
a oubU: foot. Tho wood of group three, 
four and five can be cut only for fuel. 

The present prices in Manila for rough 
sawed lumber are about as follows; Su¬ 
perior group. $1.30 to $3 a cubic foot; 
first and second groups. $1 to $1.50 a 
cubic foot; third group. 60 cents to $1.60 
a cubic fool. Small lots of the finest 
specimens of the superior group have 
sold in Manila as high as $4.50 a cubic 
foot since American occupancy. Tele¬ 
graph poles bring $1.50 to $2 delivered 
at the railroad. All prices stated abov** 
are In Mexican currency, which at the 
present time Is just one-half that In 
American currency.

Hemp and Cocoanut Plantations. 


when one has ten acres producing he 
can live Independently. 

An ordinary crop of hemp wilt yield 
a net Income of $30 per acre. There are 
on an average about 500 cocoanut 
trees to the acre, and at present the 
Manila merchants pay fifty cents In 
gold for the privilege of gathering the 
fruit from the trees. Insuring without 
auy expenditure for labor an Inc me of 
at least $200 an acre. To have brought 
land to this stage of bearing, the total 
cost an acre would not have exceeded 
$250 a year. 

Should the owners of the plantations 
prepare to cure and manufacture the 
products of their own raising the profits 
would Increase accordingly. 

To corporations with an abundant 
capital, coffee, sugar, rubber, cocoa, to¬ 
bacco and gutta percha also offer hand¬ 
some returns. The field for the manu¬ 
facturing of all the raw products of the 
islands is also open. 

• * • 

Plug Tobacco Unknown. ^ 

Although millions of cigats and cig¬ 
arettes are manufactured here annually, 
snuff and plug tobacco are practically 
unknown. The first navy tobacco the 
natives ever saw was introduced by the 
Americans, and a factory for ail kinds 
of sweet plug chewing tobarro will fil’d 
a ready and constantly growing market 
here. 


HISTORIC PLACE OF WORSHIP.

Protestant church erected west of the 
Mississippi river is still standing, near 
Jackson.

In 1806, by a Baptist con¬ 
gregation. and was long known as 
Bethel church, having for some time the 
distinction of being the only house of 
Protestant worship west of the river.

MECHANICAL PART OF WORK. 


Although requiring from three to five 
years to produce any returns, combina¬ 
tion heinp and cocoanut plantations are 
the best possible investment for the 
man With small capital, and such platij 
tatlons now producing regularly yield 
an Income of nearly 100 per cent, on the 
amount originally Invested.

W ASHINGTON. Dec. 13—The 
message which the President 
of the United States trans¬ 
mits to Congress at the be¬ 
ginning of each session, in which he re¬ 
view's the work of the various executive 
departments for the preceding year and 
makes recommendations for the future, 
easily ranks as the most Important 
state document In the republic, and 
from the time the chef Magistrate 
commences work upon it until It is 
made public the contents are a matter 
of paramount Interest to the national 
lawmakers and to the country at large. 

The method of preparing a presiden¬ 
tial message is far-reaching in Its scope. 
As a first step, the Chief Executive, 
some weeks before he Is ready to begin 
the actual work of writing the docu¬ 
ment, asks each member of the Cab¬ 
inet to prepare a report covering the 
working of his branch of the Govern¬ 
ment and embodying his recommenda¬ 
tions for the ensuing year. Including 
an estimate of the amount of money 
which will be required for the main¬ 
tenance of the department under his di¬ 
rection. When a President has been In 
office for several years he is usually eo 
closely in touch with governmental af¬ 
fairs generally that he needs this data 
principally as memoranda, but when, as 
in the- eai** of President Roosevelt, a 
man is unexpectedly called upon to as¬ 
sume the respousibillties of the highest 
office in the land and is required to pre¬ 
sent a congressional message almost 
Immediately, tho task of familiarizing 
himself with all tlv? Interests involved 
is a herculean one. 

• • • 

Dictate To Stenographers. 

Different President? have had widely 
varying methods of preparing their 
message*^. Prior to the McKinley Ad¬ 
ministration It was the custom of each 
Chief Executive to write his message 
out in long hand. President Cleveland, 
who is rather a laborious worker and 
wme of w'hose messages to Congress 
were somewhat lengthy, found the 
preparation of such documents a sore 
tax upon his time. The late President 
McKinley and President Roosevelt have 
both had recourse to more modern 
methods, and have dictated large por¬ 
tions of their messages to Secretary G, 
B. Cortelyou. 

In later years, however, there has 
been no rule for this, in some instances 
President McKinley dictated practi¬ 
cally an entire message, and then, 
again. In the case of some of the com¬ 
paratively biief mer-sages submitted on 
special occasions, as during the Span- 
ish-Amerlcan War, entire documents 
were written In his own hand. The 
business of the Government has now 
attained to such proportions that it Is 
doubtful if it will ever again be prac¬ 
ticable for a President to set out to 
pen personally his entire letter of ad¬ 
vice to CongTess. Moreover, if the 
present occupant of the White House 
has husbanded hi* time in one direc¬ 
tion. he has made a more liberal ex¬ 
penditure of it in another, for whereas, 
former Presidents were wont ‘to in¬ 
corporate bodily in their messages the 


reports prepared by the Cabinet offi¬ 
cials. Mr. Roosevelt insisted on rewrit¬ 
ing everything submitted for embodi¬ 
ment in his Initial Presidential mes¬ 
sage and nfuF-Jng into the reqommendu. 
tlons his own personal convictions. 

• • • 

Rooxevelt a Hard Worker. 

Probably no man who ha* stood at 
the head of the nation was enabled to 
prepare a congressional message with 
less apparent effort than tho late Pres¬ 
ident McKinley. He had a habit of Jot¬ 
ting down suggestions and recording 
lines of thought at odd moments, anti 
thus the general trend of the discus¬ 
sion seemed to literally shape Itself, 
(’tuning to his duties as Chief Magis¬ 
trate cnly a few* month* before he must 
present an exhaustive declaration of 
policy, President Roosevelt had no op¬ 
portunity for such leisurely method* in 
the preparation of his first message 
Almost from the outset he adopted the 
plan of seeing no visitors aftei 1:3»; 
o’clock in the afternoon, and thus* gave 
up the hours after lunch each day al¬ 
most exclusively to work on th«* mes¬ 
sage. Not infrequently he devoid a 
portion of the evening to the same tark, 
and on the only occasion during the 
early week* of hi* administration wh n 
he visited the theater he departed ufter 
the first art in order to get In some 
work on hie message. 

• • « 

McKinley Made Few Corrections. 

After a presidential message has 
been dictated to the secretaries or pen¬ 
ned by hand It Is transcribed In type¬ 
written form, and after revision by the 
President, is sent to the Government 
Printing Office to be put in type. When 
the "proof" cornea from Uncle Sam’s 
big printing establishment it under¬ 
goes another revision, and perhaps this 
may be repented several times. There 
has been a great difference in the ten¬ 
dency of chief executives to make al¬ 
terations In their messages after the 
documents were In type. Some Presi¬ 
dents have practically rewritten their 
missives, to the discomfiture of the 
compositors, while others, notably Pres¬ 
ident McKinley, have, as a rule, made 
very few corrections. 

• • • 

Great Secrecy Observed. 


The manner of handling a presiden¬ 
tial message at the Government Print¬ 
ing Office is very interesting, for It Is 
here that there exists the greatest dan- 
K^r of disclosure of the content*. Con¬ 
siderable secrecy must be maintained 
j as to the import of this great letter of 
advice, for were It possible for stock 
manipulators and speculators of vari¬ 
ous kinds to learn Ifi advance the char¬ 
acter of some of the measures advocat¬ 
ed the financial and business stability 
of the country might be momentarily 
»hnVcn a* n result of the unsn u^rious 
efforts of such schemers to enrich them, 
aeives. Once, during the Hayes Aainin- 
iKtratlon. a presidential message was 
stolen, and the theft Is reported to have 
netted the perpetrators many thousand 
dollars, but there has never been a rep¬ 
etition of the loss. The message from 
the time it Is delivered at the printing 
office until It emerges In pamphlet form 
ready for delivery at the White House 
Is solely in charge of one official, who 
Is held responsible for Its safe keeping. 
Presidential messages range in length 
from twelve thousand to twenty thou¬ 
sand words. and In preparing such a 
document for the typesetters It Is cut 
up into pieces so small that no com¬ 
positor can gain any definite knowledge 
of the subject under discussion. The 
work Is aHo so distributed among hun¬ 
dreds of typesetters that It is imprac¬ 
ticable for any group of men to "com¬ 
pare notes" with a view to ascertain¬ 
ing the Import of any particular part 
of the document. 

Each member of Congrere, w hen he 
takes hip seat to listen to the reading 
of the presidential message on the 
morning of a session of the National 
Legislature, finds before him a printed 
copy of the document similar to that 
furnished to the newspaper?. Yet this 
I* not the form *n which It reaches the 
presiding officers of the two houses of 
Congress. Tho copy of the document 
which is formally presented for the con¬ 
sideration of each body Is in manu¬ 
script. and the preparation and delivery 
of th ?e copies are among the Important 
duties of Maj. O. L. Pruden. assi*nant 
secretary to the President, who. next to 
tho Chief Executive and Secretary Crr- 
te1>ou, probably has more to do with 
the evolution of a presidential me*sage 
than any other one man.

‘'Sphinx of the White House.” 

Maj. Prudcn’s first duty In the mat¬ 


ter I* to prepare manuscript copies Ot 
the message—one for the Senate and 
ihe other for the House of Representa¬ 
tives. For this task he I* ivell qua!* 
Ified. being a marvelous penman. Maj, 
Truden, who has been den mlr.atrd the 
"Sphinx of tho White House," because 
of the zealous manner In which he 
guards state secret?, was nil Ached to 
the White House staff by Gen. Grant 
and has held the position ever since. 
In addition to tianscriblng the annual 
message and other presidential state¬ 
ment*—which unbroken precedent de¬ 
crees shall go forth to the world Id 
plain penmanship—Maj. Pruden pre¬ 
pares the pieeidentlki commission for 
Cabinent officers and other important 
presidential appointments. In some in- 
Htances the limited time intervening 
between the completion of n message 
and »he hour at whl h It was m*re*« 
sary to present the document to Con¬ 
gress has necessitated extraordinary 
exertion on the part of Maj. Pruden. 
For Instance, in the case of the lust 
message prepared by President Mc¬ 
Kinley the assistant secretiny worked 
ail day Sunday and Sunday night In 
order to have the copies ready fr.r the 
Senate and House of Hejires* ntaliv s 
on Monday morning. In orjjer to pre¬ 
vent the rt-currenLi of such an emer¬ 
gency President Roosevelt, when he as¬ 
sumed office, declared that henceforth 
when time was limited, the advisabil¬ 
ity of departing ftom time-honored 
custom and sending to each branch of 
Uongreas a typewritten copy of the 
document w*ould be seriously consid¬ 
ered. .

Delivering the Message. 


The delivery of the carefully prepared 
cople* of the Presidents most Impor¬ 
tant official declaration t» another duty 
that develop* upon Maj. Pruden. Ott 
the opening morning of a congressional 
session he goes to the Capitol in the 
one-horse carriage which the Govern¬ 
ment maintain* In the White Hou?e 
stables for his use. The same horses, 
Kendall ond RamtoU. a pair of bay 
gtlding*. have taken turns in drawing 
the President’s message bearer for al¬ 
most n decade. Arrived in the Senate 
chamber Maj. Pruden. carrying the 
large white envelope under his arm, ad¬ 
vances to a position before the presid¬ 
ing officer and says; 

"Mr. President, the President of the 
United State* directs me to submit a 
message in writing." 

With this announcement he hands the 
package. w*hieh Is held by the official 
seal, to the reading clerk and proceeds 
to the House of Representative, wheie 
the ceremony is repeated. Clerks in 
the two bouses of Congress read tho 
document al >ud simultaneously, and 
modern newspaper enterprise enables 
the general public in alt parts of the 
country to become cognizant of tho 
contents of the measage by means of 
sj»eclal editions of the great dally Jour¬ 
nal* quite its promptly as th»* law¬ 
makers seated In the halls of Con¬ 
gress.

T HE term •'riches" Is in a pro¬ 
nounced degree relative, Th* man 
who Is not in debit, owns a com¬ 
fortable home and has nn Income suf¬ 
ficient to meet the current demands of 
a quiet and dignified life is often vastly 
"itcher" than his neighbor who is ac¬ 
counted a multimillionaire. But taken 
In connection with your accompanying 
questions I take It you mean to n*k how 
to amass money In an honc**T way, 
through commercial or Imltwtr al meth¬ 
ods. These are so diveretfW that I 
cannot see how any specific formula can 
be conceived of, universally applicable. 
Two men may commence business at 
the same time on the same street with 
the same amount of capital and em¬ 
ploying the Mine methyls. One suc¬ 
ceeds. the other falls. It is not the 
methods we need to bother about so 
much as the man. With plenty of gray 
matter the results will be all right. If 
urged for a formula I should reply, 
brains. Industry, frugality. I am un¬ 
able to oonceive of such a thing ns 
•luck'* as a factor In a successful busi¬ 
ness career. "Luck." If H meeuis any¬ 
thing. Is the concurrence of certain for¬ 
tuitous circumstances in no way allied 
to the contrail Li* pciwip 1 ^ of corr- 
m en-.- 'tg OOTVne 

'*re are in¬ 

stances of men having become wealthy 
by accident, but to rely upon accident 
for success would be emphasized Idiocy. 
No; permanent success oomes alone of 
persist*.-nt effort Intelligently directed. 
Opportunities are Just the same they 
have always been except upon an en¬ 
larged scale. To attempt to enumerate 
these would prove a task far beyond my 
patience or ability. Such effort would 
tovlte us Into all the fields of science 
and philosophy and invert’*e an lnvesti:- 
gaitlon and. elucidation of the mysti¬ 
cisms of poUtlcafl and domestic economy, 
physios, sociology and a host of kind¬ 
red and collateral subjects, with their 
nnilt!pll**d and multiplying subdivisions. 
I will be content with saying that t!he 
world Is big and Is getting bigger and 
that hi proportion to this Inar^as^d 
and Increasing population, not omitting 
or forgetting the important faotor of an 
advancing civilization Intelledtually and 
morally, opportunities must be corre¬ 
sponding !y present. 

Have the big fortunes all been made? 
Hot by any means. The commercial 
world Is training along in the freshman 
class. None of Its present members 
will live to become seniors. But slow 
as it has been, we are making up and 
o&tchlng on to the basic principles of 
pre-eminent success. It can be ex¬ 
pressed in one word—Volume. Speak¬ 
ing generally, the day of large mar¬ 
gins Is a thing of the past The man 
who heretofore whittled sticks and 
talked politics with his neighbor half 
the time and by excessive margins on 
- meager sales reared and supported 
his family must take a back seat. His 
competing neighbor who has learned 
that It Is far better to his customer and 
to himself to enlarge his sales at re¬ 
duced margins will crowd him out. 
This Illustrate*. although poorly, the 
Idea prominent In my mind. The day 
of big things Is only dawning. The 
time Is fast approaching, If It has not 
already come, when pronounced success 
will be found only with those whose 
volume of sales or output Is the pre¬ 
dominating characteristic of their bus¬ 
iness The necessity of this thing of 
volume to stability and uniform suc¬ 
cess Is the father of the much-abused 
consolidations, commonly called trusts 
—the genius of the present day—and 
I believe a boon to the employer and 
the employed and the consumer gener¬ 
ally. This Invites a discussion l must, 
for many reasons, Avoid, most prom¬ 
inent of which Is Inability. But I have 
wandered from your text. I repeat that 
all big fortunes have not yet been made 
and want to add that what we now ac¬ 
cept as constituting a big fortune will 
at no distant period be regarded as In¬ 
significant. The "big fortune" term Is. 
again, purely relative. 

I never expect to see an end to the 
era of development- The germs of this 
are deep planted in the Intellect and 
energy of the American mind and work 
unceasingly. Its pronounced expression 
may occur only In cycles, but It Is at 
work all the same during interregnums. 
The era of development and the making 
of fortunes, or more properly the ac¬ 
cumulation of money, are not neces¬ 
sarily concomitant- There are abun¬ 
dant Instances of men and corporations 
whose accumulations have uniformly 
continued through periods of empha- 
**Ued depression. It Is agaJn a ca.ve of 
the man or men. If you use "era of 
development" as a refined synonym of 
"boom" I must answer that present 
conditions scarcely warrant Its use. It 
la true we have had some pronounced 
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advances In securities and certain gen¬ 
eral products. But ‘the conditions thus 
reached have been in response to and 
in perfect accord with legitimate trade 
movements and natural commercial 
causes. 

There are Indications In the air of 
the primary elements of a boom, and 
in time these will ripen Into their In¬ 
evitable culmination. But the time Is 
not yet. I can see nothing in the com¬ 
mercial. Industrial or monetary atmos¬ 
phere to give alarm or to warrant pre¬ 
dictions of an early upheaval. If we 
would ignore history and pursue the 
investigation to a purely logical result 
It Is not clear to me that a general 
smash-up need ever again occur. This 
leads us again Into an unlimited field 
of discussion, with a great many ifs 
as necessary attachments. I know that 
many of our thinking, solid men are 
looking few: a repetition of the disas¬ 
trous years following 1893. It must be 
borne in mind that antecedent similar 
conditions produce similar results. Wi th¬ 
out presuming to discuss this broad 
and exhaustless proposition, 1 dare to 
suggest In the way of a very partial 
illustration that no semblance of ante¬ 
cedent conditions exists now when com¬ 
pared with 1893. At that time Indus¬ 
trial corporations, with few excep¬ 
tions. were struggling under the load 
of bonded indebtedness. Corporations 
had been capitalized beyond reason, 
and general trade credit was far In 
excess of reason for contracting or 
ability to pay. The exact opposite of 
these conditions now obtains. Our rail¬ 
road and other mammoth enterprises 
have capitalizations within the limits 
of an earning capacity, while the gen¬ 
eral trading public Is no longer wholly 
dependent on the help and tolerance 
of banks and money lenders. In other 
words, the general environment is 
healthy and Invigorating Why should 
any great disaster come to us? My 
parting appeal is give to us such legis¬ 
lation and relief from petty State Inter¬ 
ference and other deterrents as will 
enable us to pass our surplus to other 
na t Ions. 

Then watch us!

A S a general thing, men get their 
money only by hard ,work and 
■ plenty of It. day after day and 

year after year. Some men nuy win 
I fortune by luck, but I never «xporlenoed 


anything like thafeJn my case. The few 
dollars I possess came by hard knocks 
only. 

The opportunities for young men 
would be greater now than ever before 
If It were not for the trusts and com¬ 
binations, protected, as they are, by the 
high tarifT. These are tremendous ob¬ 
stacles for the enterprising man of lim¬ 
ited capital to overcome. In fact. It la 
almost a hopeless fight unless a man 
strikes & streak of good luck. Years 
ago an energetic man with small cap¬ 
ital could embark In an Independent 
business, and there would be a reason¬ 
able chance of success, but It Is alto¬ 
gether different now. If & man invests 
a limited amount of money In a line of 
business that Is practically monopolized 
by some big combination and tries to 
compete, the chances are that he will 
be undersold and crushed out In short 
order. In any event, he will be frozen 
out sooner or later. In one way or an¬ 
other. Then, many trusts will black¬ 
list the small dealer unless he buys 
from the trust exclusively And sells his 
goods at the price the trust dictates. 
The high tariff, in my opinion, la the 
mother of trusts. It bars competition 
and allows the trusts to make their own 
prices. If these evils were oorrected by 
the proper legislation, the opportunities 
for young men tvould undoubtedly be 
greater than ever. 

Then, there Is another thing I no¬ 
tice with the young men of to-day, and 
that is they all. as a rule, want to start 
at the top and build down, when the 
road to success, as I found it, was to 
start at the bottom and build up. 

No young man. in my opinion, can 
ever be successful until he has thor¬ 
oughly mastered every detail pertain¬ 
ing to his business, and uses the 
greatest economy in every depart¬ 
ment. 

Not too much brains, but bushels 
of energy, hooked on to the wheel of 
economy, will, in my opinion, solve 
the problem for him as to how men get 
rich. 

I regard the opportunities of the pres¬ 
ent day greater than ever before, bar¬ 
ring the one great obstacle mentioned 
above. 

With thy telephone, typewriter and 
many other devices, one man can to¬ 
day transact more business than three 
men could do ten or fifteen years ago, 
and in a more satisfactory and Intelli¬ 
gent way. 

I believe that reciprocity as outlined 
by McKinley In his Buffalo speech 
would go a great way toward remedy¬ 
ing the evil. I think further If we had 


fewer social club houses, and our lawn 
more rigidly enforced as to poolrooms 
and gambles dens and many other 
temptations, which ore open to our 
young men, their opportunities would 
be still greater. 

Now, as to our future. I am of the 
opinion that It behooves all business 
men to have and keep their house well 
In order, as I think for the present we 
have well nigh reached the top, and 
within the next twelve or eighteen 
months we will see a slump generally 
and be able to buy cheaper.

T O make money and acquire wealth 
requires as a fundamental basis 
honesty, continuity and ability, or 
you cannot compete with the world. 
With honesty as the basis credit Is es¬ 
tablished, and contracts will be made 
frequently where contracting parties 


have the confidence that you have the 
ability to do the work. The carrying 
out the letter and spirit of any and all 
contracts, whether they be for or 
against you. after being entered Into, 
will soon put a new comcern In line for 
an established business. 

There is no luck In acquiring wealth, 
although occasionally men do obtain 
money through this means, but event¬ 
ually lose It by lack of It. In other 
words. speculation seldom results in 
permanent wealth. Substantial wealth 
depends entirely upon the careful build¬ 
ing up of tho industry or business the 
person Is engaged in. 

The opportunities at this time, in 
my opinion, are greater thAn they 
have ever been in the history of this 
country. The introduction of new 
machinery and power, and the supe¬ 
rior education of the persons engag¬ 
ing in business, give the beginner 
greater advantages than those al¬ 
ready In business, but for the fact that 
they are established.

EARLY POST-R IDERS. 

How Mall Was Carried Thousands of 

Years Ago. 


Cyrus, King of Persia, possessed a 
regular riding post, stations and men 
with horse* that were already In readi¬ 
ness when required. The speed of his 
horses was such, according to Herod¬ 
otus. ns nothing mortal surpassed, and 
varied on the road from Susa to Sardis 
from sixty to 120 mile* a day. The early 
Greeks and Romans were by no means 
so advanced, the Greeks having but 
nttle private correspondence before 600 
B. C., while few attempts were made 
to organize the postal system of the 
Roman Empire until the Emperor Au¬ 
gustus Instituted couriers and stages 
along the roads, at which relays of 
horses were always ready, says a writ¬ 
er In the Empire Review. 

England was even still more back¬ 
ward. for It was not until the reign of 
Henry I- that permanent messenger*, 
styled nunrll and cursors*, were first 
employed In the delivery of the King 8 
writs to the lords and burons. They on¬ 
ly began to wear the royal livery In the 
time of King Henry III., who employed i 
them tw*h In England and In foreign 
parts on afTalrs of state as w*U as on | 
the private and confidential business of 
the Crown. Their payment was an im¬ 


portant Item In the royal household ac¬ 
counts and many specimens of tho ex- 
tent to which the system prevailed are 
to be found in our public records Thus, 
lumber 18. 1324 . ihv attention of 
the wardens of the Cinque Ports, as 
well aa the Mayor and FheiiiTs or Lon¬ 
don. was drawn to the fact that many 
letters*, prejudicial to the Interests of 
the Crown, were being brought Into the 
country, and they were commanded to 
make diligent scrutiny of all persons 
pacing from parts beyond the* sen a and 
to atop all letters, concerning which 
sinister suspicion might arise 

Again a royal writ of September 23, 
1326. evidently directed against Qu^en 
Isa Ik* 11.i. the wife of Edward 11., states 
that "the Queen, by council and abet¬ 
ment of the King's enemies, did write 
dally divers letters to the archbishops, 
bishops, prelates, earls, barons and oth¬ 
ers of the King's lieges, as w«*!l as of 
the clergy as of the laity, and to the 
Commons of the various towns, and to 
individual persons, in order to acvom- 
pllkh their false compassments." 

The*** letters were conveyed by spe¬ 
cial messengers, wandering minstrels 
or merchants. It Is, however, evtd* nt 
that aa time went on private Individuals 
kept horses Tor hire, so that a messen¬ 
ger might travel post.

J N answer to the inquiry as to how 
men get rich, I would say that If 
anyone had an Infallible receipt for 
tills and It became known, there 
would he no trouble In hHi securing 
plenty of customers at full rates. Just 
what constitutes riches Is questionable. 
A man "whose mind to him a king¬ 
dom Is" would have an entirely different 
prescription from those whose Idea of 
riches consists in a large credit at the 
banker's or a box well stuffed with se¬ 
curities at the trust company's. 

Baron Rothschild, who achteved con¬ 
siderable prominence In the world of 
wealth, had the following maxima: 

Carefully examine every detail of 
your business. 

Be prompt In everything. 

Take time to consider, and then de¬ 
cide quickly. 

Dare to go forward. 

Bear trouhb* patiently. 

Be brave In the struggles of life. 
Maintain your Integrity aa a sacred 
thing. 

Never tell business Ilea. 


Make no useless acquaintances. 

Never try to aippear something more 
than you are. 

Pay your debts promptly. 

Learn how to risk your money at the 
right tlm* 

Shun strong liquor. 

Employ your time well. 

Do not reckon upon chance. 

Be polite to everybody. 

Never be discouraged. 

Then work hard, and you will be sure 
to succeed. 

These strike me as being useful but 
somewhat commonplace. It occurs to 
me that I have heard most of them 
before, and the most notable one. viz., 
to learn to risk your money at the 
right moment, is as far away from giv¬ 
ing ua a hint ns to when the right mo¬ 
ment is, as if the maxim had not been 
written. How can we detect the right 
moment? Is there any spiritualist me¬ 
dium or fortune teller who can give us 
this hint? 

There are still some simpler rules 
than even the Baron’s. Take for ex¬ 
ample, "Early to bed and early to rise 
makes a man healthy and wealthy." I 
don’t understand that this present 
symposium has anything to do with 
the wisdom that is promised In con¬ 
nection with these other two. 

"Is wealth the result of luck or a 
carefully-planned campaign of Indus¬ 
try? That the world is given to be¬ 
lieving In luck Is evidenced by the pre¬ 
valence of games of chance, though 
frowned down on by the law In most 
Instances. I say In most Instances, be¬ 
cause church fairs, for example, in our 
neighboring cities are willing that the 
.paddle wheels shall go around if the 
proper Increment shall be had thereby. 
But If men who have money are asked 
to determine what luck has to do with 
It you will rarely find one who will ad¬ 
mit that his good fortune was a mat- ; 
ter other than of his discriminating 
Judgment, though any one will own up I 
to bad luck. Ben Rldgely used to de- I 
clare that the surest road to wealth * 
was through the father-in-law channel; 
there luck resolves Itself Into a cer¬ 
tainty. 

A person’s opportunities at the 
present day are great, if not greater, 
than ever before, in the estimate of 
those whose opinion Is worth much. 

Secretary Gage, in hts talk to the 
bank clerks at Denver, Is quoted as 
saying he could find positions for twen¬ 
ty or thirty men, or possibly more, at 
$25,000 a year if they had Just I he right 
training and qualification* for the 
places of trust that he had In mind. 


This was a safe assertion to make, for 

the Secretary was very careful not to 
leave the estimate of the qualifications 
to the young men themselves. The 
management of large concerns Is so 
very important that anyone who could 
convince the board of directors of one 
of these great trusts that he could turn 
out enough to pay fixed charges on 
bonds and preferred stock, and then to 
pay a dividend to the common stock-* 
holders as well, so that the latter may 
be readily marketable, can. no doubt, 
command a $25,000. $50,000 or even $100,. 
000 salary. Mr. Schwab’s case is k 
good Illustration of this point. Other 
trusts and combinations are quite as 
eager as the United States Steel Cor¬ 
poration to secure first-class talent of 
that kind. The salary of the President 
of the United States, to say nothing of 
those attached to the Judgeships of the 
Supieme Court, has sunk Into compara¬ 
tive Insignificance when lined up along¬ 
side those claimed by the captains of 
industry. 

AP of the big fortune*, in my opin! n, 
have certainly not yet been made. P.*.b- 
ably bigger fortunes will be accumulat¬ 
ed In the future, or more of them for 
more people, than have teen he ret of c e. 
The faculty of seizing the opportunity 
and saving what Is made is not dead 
I see no reason why it should be dying 
out or wasting itself away. The world 
has not changed so that the e-»me prin¬ 
ciples which have governed It shall fall 
to govern It still. There w»ll be un¬ 
usual Instances of power concentrat- d 
In individuals such as we have seen n 
Mr. Carnegie and Mr. J. Plerpont Mor¬ 
gan.. That class of men Is not large and 
can never be. They are exceptions to 
the everyday world. But It Is a ques¬ 
tion whether they enjoy life as much as 
the rest of us do, whose fortunes are 
more moderate. Those of us who have 
not a quarter of a million to bestow off¬ 
hand ate not disturbed as to whether 
Lou j* vin* will accept a library or not. 
And a* to how Mr. Morgan lives, we 
are told that a reporter & short time 
since obtained access to his office at 
lunch hour an 1 found the great mag¬ 
nate engaged In eating a slice of apple 
p> and drinking a glass of milk. On 
being Interrogated as to s'une impor¬ 
tant questions. Morgan Informed the re¬ 
porter that he ought to see that since 
he did not have time to go out and get 
lunch like a clerk on the street he \as 
certainly too busy to discuss the topic 
hlim ... 

The pleasure of wealth are apt. to be 
overr^tm/Ued. The main pleasure 
comes hi successful achieve meat. That 
is wha< keeps men struggling and work¬ 
ing nutfxir more than Whalt they may 
do with their money when they onoe 
pKaoe It to their credit. The reaponoN 
bility t hat goes with it is not gcnaraBy 
recognized as It should be. 

We have yet to see how permanent 
the trusts and great combd nations of 
capital which make the extremely 
wealthy man posable, will endure. May¬ 
be a new generation of manufaduresw 
will come up in the smaller place*, con¬ 
tent wvth so much smaller salaries thaJfc 
the difference In expense wdll enable 
them to compete w.th the burger con¬ 
cerns. The argument* have mainly 
been the other way. hut the history of 
American trade will finally detide and 
future generations will have the advan¬ 
tage of reading a new a.nd diverting 
chapter in political economy.

I N reply to the above questions. I 
beg to say that the successful man 
usually possesses three qualities in 
a marked degree—industry, coupled 
with gvHxl health; capacity and hon¬ 
esty. 

Industry Implies steady application 
and singleness of purpose. The old 
theory that change of pasture makes 
fat cattle may hold good In farming, 
but In business, with slight exception, it 
leads mos*t always to failure. 

With capacity must be combined an 
absolute faith In the correctness of 
one’s own Judgment and the necessary 
self-confidence to be guided by it. 

Honesty Is the hanking capital at 
the struggling young man; his charac¬ 
ter and reputation must be Jealousy 
guarded and maintained. I have seen 
the morally weak and the dishonestly 
Inclined sooner or later come to grief. 

Wealth, In my humble opinion. Is 
not a thing of luck, or the result of a 
deliberate and carefully fought cam¬ 
paign of Industry, but rather the good 
Judgment to take advantage, at th* 
right time, of opportunities when they 
present themselves. 

The present day and time offer 
greater opportunities to make for¬ 
tunes than any previous period In the 
history of our country. 

A population of seventy-five million 
of people, each with a purchasing and 
consuming capacity greater than that 
of the Individual In any other coun¬ 
try. Australia excepted, offers at home 
opportunities undreamed of a genera- 
lien ago. Adi] to this, possibilities in 
our newly-acquired territories, the 
«.pcnlng up to civillxation df Siberia 
and China, and the consequent drafts 
on American manufacturers, on Amer¬ 
ican Inbnr and on American enterprise 
and capital, and It requires no prophet 
to foretell that we will, in course of a 
comparatively short period of years, 
face a llnarn ini and commercial activ¬ 
ity which will greatly overmatch our 
picsent gratifying results Our young 
men will participate In this glorious 
future, they will share In our Increas¬ 
ing stmt* of prosperity and naturally 
will bo the bu.'ldera of great fortunes.

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HOW LOUISVILLE WELCOMED JENNY LIND. 


Mr. C. U. Shreve Tells An I 
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ALF a century ago, when Jenny I effort ito get the Jenny Lind party 


H Llnd came to Louisville under 
the management of P. T. Bar- 
num, this city experienced what 
was by long odds the greatest musical 
sensation In its history. Her reception 
here, however, was nothing more than 
what It was throughout the whole 
country. She fairly carried America by 
Storm. Theatrical and operatic man¬ 
agers of to-day regard this feat of Bar- 
nurn's as one of the most extraordinary 
accomplishments in the history of their 
busflTKsa From the time Jenny Lind 
started to the United States until she 
sailed back across the water all the 
papers of the country printed column 
after column and page after page about 
the "Swedish Mocking Bird," os she was 
then called. Bomum must have had 
a press Agent par excellence. 

Mr. Charles U. Shreve. the well- 
known retired banker, has some Inter¬ 
esting reminiscences of Jenny Lind's 
coming to Louisville. He played quite 
a prominent part In her reception here 
and his immediate friends often get him 
to tell them the story. Mr Shreve con¬ 
sented to relate the circumstances to a 
Courier-Journal reporter the other day. 

"For weeks before her coming," he 
said, "every one In Louisville did noth¬ 
ing but talk Jenny Lind. The papers 
were full of accounts of the grand re¬ 
ceptions she was given In the Eastern 
cities, and. of course, the anticipation 
of her coming here was wrought up to 
the highest pitch. She was received by 
Ihe New York Four Hundred with open 
arms. The story of the auction of seat* 
for the first performance in that city 
made a profound Ijnpression. An enter¬ 
prising hatter mimed Jennings, as an 
advertisement to his business, bought 
the first ami most select seat for $625. 
I have no doubt that the notoriety that 
he thus gained repaid him many times 
over. For several years he was espe¬ 
cially remembered as the man who hud 
ptaful the beet price to hear Jenny Lind 
sing. And this distinction meant some¬ 
thing. too. for frequently the seats to 
her concerts sold for $ 100 , $200 and even 
$300 apiece. In every Instance they were 
auctioned off. Bnrnum. with his genius 
for reading the public mind, realized 
that people were In such a state of 
eagerness that they were ready to pay 
almost any price to hear and see this 
marvel he had Imported, and hence he 
reaped thousands, 

"Jemmy Lind, you know, never sang 
in opera. Her performances were ex¬ 
clusively concerts. Bellettl. himself a 
singer of considerable reputation, was 
her tenor. There were eighteen or 
twenty persons In the company. 

••Jenny Lind was only tn t his coon try 
a few months She gave a short series 
of concerts in New York and then ap¬ 
peared at severai other Eastern cities, 
after which she went by water to New 
Orleans. From there she come up the 
Mississippi river as for os St. Louis 
and then returned to Memphis. By 
this time thw excitement over her com¬ 
ing to Louisville had reached a very 
high pitch. After her concerts in Mem¬ 
phis the plan was to proceed from that 
city to Nashville and thence to Louis¬ 
ville by stage, after stopping over a 
few days at Mammoth Cave for the 
purpose of sight-seeing. 


quartered at the Louisville. My uncle 
decided to do even better than that and 
declared he would offer the use of hla 
own residence to the singer and her 
Immediate attendants and arrange for 
the r* gt of the company to put up at 
the hotel. 

"This business was too Important to 
be entrusted to a letter, so my uncle 
hit upon the plan of sending me as his 
especial env»>y to meet Jenny Lind at 
Mammoth Cave and deliver his mes¬ 
sage to her \ou may be sure that 
nothing could have pleased ine any bet¬ 
ter. I was scarcely more than twen¬ 
ty years of age at that tl-ne. Of course 
1 could not go alone, it was too fine an 
opportunity Tor a lark, and of course I 
had to go In style. In my uncle's stable 
was an unusually well mated pair of 
bays. I Immediately made requisition 
upon him for ihelr use on ^he trip, and 
he as quickly turned then* over to me. 
J. Frey I-awrence was my particular 
churn at that time. His father also 
owned a handsome pair of bay*. The 
two pair wo proposed to harness tan¬ 
dem to the finest open carriage we 
could get In town and travel dowm to 
Mammoth Cave fn a style so elegant 
that It would startle the natives. For 
several days prior to starting we wero 
very busy with our preparations which 
mainly consisted In training my uncle's 
and the Lawrence’s bays to work to¬ 
gether. We drove them around town 
every day, calling on our young Indy 
friends and were tu observed of nil 
observers wherever we went. In a day 
j or so everybody In town knew all about 
1 our mission. Frey Lawrence and I de- 
1 termlned to as* two of our friend* to 
( go with us. We selected George H. 

' Croghn and Dr. John Matthewn, bMh 
1 popular young fellows. Croghn's uncle 
i owned the cave and we felt certain that 
his being In the party would give us a 
certain standing at the cave which wo 
could not otherwise have attained. In 
fact It was part of our agreed plan be¬ 
fore starting to pass George Croghn 
off as the man who owned the cave, his 
unde being In the East at the time,

The Start. 
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His Uncle's Hospitality. 


"My uncle, L. L. Shreve, who built 
the old Shreve residence which stands 
at the corner of Sixth and Walnut 
streets, held a large Interest in the 
Louisville Hotel at that ttme. A Mr. 
JGeen. wGio managed the house, was 
Joint owner with him. As soon as It 
beofLTae oerfcain Chat Jenny I And would 
sing In Louisville Mr. Keen conceived 
the Idea of giving the hotel a big ad¬ 
vertisement by securing If possible the 
patronage of the company while here. 


"On the day we received word that 
.Towny TJnd and her company had left 
Nashville we decided to set out Imme¬ 
diately. AH of us had been Invited that 
night to a big party to be given by 
MU«h*s Mary and Sollle Trabue, at the 
residence of their father, James Trabue, 
which was on the north side of Walnut 
street, above Fourth. The building Is 
now partly occupied by the Polytechnic 
Library. We did not fancy the Idea of 
missing that party, but still we didn't 
propose taking any chances on getting 
to Mammoth Cave too late. We ar¬ 
ranged to start In the afternoon from 
the Galt House, where we took dinner. 
While we were still seated at the table 
a couple of servants were engaged In 
stocking our carriage with the India- 
pensables of the Journey, among other 
things a large basket of champagne. 
All was In readiness by 4 o'clock, and, 
getting Into the carriage, we started on 
our way. J. Frey Lawrence had quite 
a reputation os a driver, and by com¬ 
mon consent we allowed him to take 
the ribbons. While we were still at 
dinner our fine equipage, drawn up In 
front of th*» Galt House, which was 
then at Second and Main, had attracted 
much attention. The rumor that 't he 
young gentlemen who were going after 
Jenny Lind' were about tso start had dtn 
a very short time traveled up and down 
Main street. As a result, many clerks 
and salesmen were crowded In the door¬ 
ways of the stores for some distance on 
both sides of the street waiting for us 
to pass. To my that we were swollen 
up with pride and Importance Is putting 
It very mildly. Indeed. Tills departure, 
as we had anticipated, was to be In the 
nature of a triumphal march. 

"Well, Frey Lawrence crocked the 
whip over the backs of the bays and 
away they went prancing, while we sat 
up behind with pompous dignity. The 
populace beheld ua in open-mouthed 
wonder. From Second to Thirl street 
we moved at a lively clip, hut there 
were a number of wagons In the street 
below Third, so Frey was compelled to 
slow up some. We had nearly reached 
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You understand, that my uncle allowed 
her the use of his houa? without any 
charge at all. With each succeeding call 
that I paid MJss Jenny Lind I listened 
a little more closely to h*r conversation 
In order that anything she might say 
about complimentarles would not escape 
me. The last ttme or so I saw her be¬ 
fore the concert I hung on her words 
quite anxiously. She praised the beau¬ 
tiful flowers, spoke of the glorious 
weather, and thanked me for our kind¬ 
nesses, but raid never a word of com- 
plimentarleB. I wilted until the very 
last moment, and then went down and 
bought a couple of Indifferent seats, the 
best I could get hold of. for $25 apiece. 
Faying that money was like pulling eve- 
tevth. And yet I dorV'L blame Jenny 
Litul, for 1 hardly thir.k she understood 
the situation. Barnum’s man ought to 
have had enough common civility to 
supply those tickets. As a modern 
theatrical manager he would have been 
a siwry failure. 

"For both concert nights Mozart Hall 
was packed almost to suffocation. The 
seating capacity of the hall was only 
600. though 1 believe nearly twice that 
many persons passed the entrance. 
Some hundreds were Jammed In the cor¬ 
ridor and on the stain*. It was during 
the late summer, and on account of the 
heat the windows had been left open. 
Several thousand people were crowded 
up and down Jefferson and Fourth 
streets and on the surrounding build¬ 
ings. So great was the power of Jenny 
Lind’s voice that they could hear her 
almost as well as those within the hall. 
In my life before or since I never saw 
such enthusiasm as that aroused by 
her when she sang 'Cornin' Thro' the 
Rye' Men and women In full dress 
sprang upon their seats and cheered 
themselves hoarse. They waved their 
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Fourth street. when a heavy dray com¬ 
ing up the street drew near Frey Law¬ 
rence called to the driver in command¬ 
ing tones to turn mu to one side anti 
let us pass. He did not hear. or. at 
least. If he did ho failed to heed, and 
Frey, being unable to che. k our four 
fiery Pte--ds In time, we collided, smash! 
with the dray. Tin- heavy wag u was 
hardly shaken, but our light open car¬ 
riage capsized like a little bout In a 
big storm, and the next Instant a 
shower of dalntlly-dresHfd yoiing men, 
champagne bottles and lunch baskets 
littered the aurroun 'Ing street As you 
may well imagine, iu.*re wa* a liowi of 
laughter for two blocks or more, and in 
another minute a giual crowd had gath¬ 
ered around u«*. We picked ourselves up 
the beet way we knew how. The car¬ 
riage had been badly damaged, there 
were several breaks In the harness, the 
last bottle of champagne had been 
smashed, but, worse than all else, was 
the damage to our dignity and prld *. 

"After holding a brief council of war 
we decided not to get a new carriage 
and go on Immediately, but to wait and 
take in the Trabue party that night, 
after which we were to meet at the 
Louisville Hotel and proceed on our 
Journey. Time for sleep, you see, had 
not entered Into our calculations. We 
went to the Trabue* and had u great 
time of It notwithstanding our loss of 
prestige resulting from the collision. 
The party broke up about daybreak, 
and we Immediately repaired to the 
Louisville Hotel, where, .after ahanging 
our clothes and partaking of a light 
breakfast, we started once more. This 
time we had a closed carriage and I>r. 
John Matthews mounted the box to 
drive. We went by way of the Pa It 
river turnpike, and made very good 
progress for the first eight miles. 

• • • 

Another Catastrophe. 
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He urged my uncle to m&ke on especial 
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"Then came our second accident. A 
rein of one of the lead horses gave 
way and Dr. Matthews tried to pull 
the team up as quickly as possible. It 
only had the effect of drawing the 
horses too far to one side of the road. 
The wheels ran off the embankment 
and away we went agalr. this time 
completely upside down. There was 
another wild mlx-up of young men, 
lunch baskets and bottles and the next 
thing I knew we were at the betttam 
of the ditch with my feet out of one 
window and my head out of the other. 
Frey Lawrence was on the floor of the 
carriage with bis face In a custard pie, 
while George Croghn was sitting on a 
pound of butter with one foot stuck 
into a paper sack of soft peaches. 
Though Dr. Matthews had managed to 
keep out of the way of the lurch, he 
was the only one hurt In the tumble. 
His left knee was badly bruised, but 
he had been able to retain his hold of 
the horses and prevent them from tun¬ 
ning away. The accident was not near¬ 
ly so bad as It might have been, and 
certainly not as humiliating as our 
turnover In town. It didn't take us 
very long to right the carriage and 
repair the harness. This time I took 
the reins and drove for the rest of the 
trip without a mishap 
"We reached Mammoth Cave the next 
evening about dark, having covered 
the ninety miles In two dayV driving. 
Upon our arrival we found Jenny Lind 
and her company alrcaly there. After 
supper we eenft up a note to Jenny 
Lind explaining our mission and ask¬ 
ing her to accord us a personal Inter¬ 
view. P. T. Barnum was not with the 
company at that time. Its ufialrs were 
In the hands of the showman's repre¬ 
sentative. He accompanied the singer 
when she entered the parlor to see us. 
We introduced ouiselves and I fully ex¬ 
plained the nature of my nncl-.t s Invi¬ 
tation to her. We were v ;ry much sur¬ 
prised at her appearance, fur we, of 
course, supposed her to be very beau¬ 
tiful, though there was no particular 
reason why we should have thought fo. 
Instead of possessing good looks, the 
Impressed us as being rather homely, 
especially when her face was In re¬ 
pose. In conversation, however, or 
with any display of animation hrr ex¬ 
pression was very pleasing, and when 
singing It assumed an almost angelic 
appearance. She was about twenty- 
five years of age at that time rihe 
could speak English brokenly, and 
when I had finished the delivery of my 
uncle's Invitation she expressed h**r 
thanks with a very pretty accent After 
exchanging a few sentences with Bar- 
num's agent she turned b> me and said 
she w'ould be very glad to accept the 
hospitality offered her 
"The next morning 300 or 400 people 
arrived at the cave from the surround¬ 
ing country. They had heard of Jen¬ 
ny Lind's arrival and gathered there 
for the purpose of catching a glimpse 
of her and In the hope of hearing her 
sing, though there had been no ar¬ 
rangement for any performance at that

place. It beoam* known that Jenny 
Lind and her party were going through 
the cave that day and utmost everyone 
there decided to go In also. Most of 
the crowed started before the concert 
company left the hotel and all of us 
stopped In the star chamber to w’ait 
for the great singer. As you probably 
know, the star chamber Is more than 
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100 feet square, with a tremendously 
high, vaulted roof, from which the 
•stars* shin* down. The sight of nil 
those jooplo collected th*re carrying 
th*ir blazing Bengal lights was most 
Impressive. As we stood waiting It 
occurred to rne that it would be an 
event of a lifetime If Jenny Lind could 
be prevailed upon to sing here In the 
star chamber, crowded as It was with 
several hundred people and beautifully 
Illuminated. How her great voice, I 
thought, would fill the vaulted chamber 
with w’ondrous melody, and how its sil¬ 
very tones would ring and reverberate 
through the distant caverns. My young 
fancy fairly carried me off my feet at 
such a.n Idea. 1 turned to ♦'rey Law¬ 
rence and the others and told them 
what had occurred to me. They 
thought the Idea a fine one.

Famous Diamonds. 


The Koh-i-Noor and the Hope—Adven¬ 
tures They Have Had, 


The Kdh-l-noor. one of the most fam¬ 
ous diamond* In Che world, which used 
to be worn on special state occasions by 
Queen Victoria, may be conspicuous 
again at the coronation. The King In ua* 
derstood to have ordered It to be placed 
In the special crown that Is being made 
for Queen Alexandra. The Koh-l-noor, 
which Is usually kept among the crown 
Jewels at the tower, was discovered 
originally In the celebrated mines of 
Golconda, about the middle of the Six¬ 
teenth century. It passed through the 
hands of several Indian princes, and 
was presented to Queen Victoria In 1849 
by Dhuleep Singh, the last native ruler 
of the Punjauh. Hie value of this fam¬ 
ous gein has been estimated at $ 10 , 000 ,- 
000 . 

The Koh-l-noor had a narrow ssoape 
before It reached the late Que«k After 
the annexation of the Funjaub In 1849 
It was given up to the British, and at 
a meeting of the board was handed to 
John (afterward Lord) Lawrence In a 
small box beneath many folds of linen 
for safe keeping. He placed It In his 
waistcoat pocket and forgot the treas¬ 
ure. When he dressed for dinner tire 
waistcoat continuing it was thrown 
carelessly on one side. At a subsequent 
meeting of the Punjaub Board Henry 
Lawrence suggested to his brother the 
advisability of at once forwaril 4 iic the 
Koh-l-noor to Queen Victoria- John 
Lawrence had forgotten that the dia¬ 
mond had been given him; then sud¬ 
denly remembering, he quitted the 
board with an unruffled countenance, 
hurried home and Inquired of his man. 
servant if he had seen a small box. 
which had been left In the waistcoat 
pocket. "Yes. sahib." the man r« plied. 
"I found It and put It tn one of your 
drawers." "Bring It here," said Ijawr- 
ence. The servant produced It. "Njw/* 


said hts master, "open it and see what 
It oootaine." The old native obeyed, 
and after removing the folds of linen, 
he eaid, "there la nothing here, sahib, 
but a Ut of glass." "Good," said John 
Lawrence, with a sigh of relief, "you 
can leave It with me." 

The famous Hope diamond, which has 
Jum changed owners, was originally one 
of the French crown Jewels. During the I 
Btormy days of the French Revolution, 

I the regalia were put under the charge 
of the Paris Commune ami lodged in 
the Garde Men hie, whence one night 
the whole was stolen. The thieves were 
never discovered, but an anonymous* 
letter informed the Commune tlkat one 
or two articles would befound In a cer- , 
tain dltah. This proved true, and among 
the objects recovered was the famous 
Pitt or Regent diamond. This stone was 1 
found In India, in 1701 by a slave, who. I 
to conceal It. made u wound In hi* leg 
and wrapped the diamond In the band¬ 
ages. Reaching the coast he Intrusted 
I himself and tils Fecret to an English 
captain, who, thereupon threw the slave 
overboard, and sold the stone to a nat¬ 
ive merchant for $5,000. It afterward 
passed Into the hands of Pitt. Governor 
of Fort St. George, who sold It in 1717 
to tho Duke of Orleans, then regent of 
France, for $675,000. The Hope diamond 
Is a portion of a remarkable stone 
brought to France by Tavernier and 
| sold to Louis XIV. The thieves, who ob- 
; lAlned the stone In 1792, apparently 
I broke It Into three pieces, of which the 
Hope diamond wan far the largest; but 
alt reappeared again after a sufficient 
interval of obscurity.—[N. Y. Commer¬ 
cial Advertiser.

He said that nearly all of the 
people standing there In the cavern 
had come a long distance to see her and 
hear her sing. He called her attention 
to the great and rare opportunity. 'It 
would be.* he said, Mike the voice of 
an angel ringing through some vast 
corridor of the heavenly kingdom.* He 
wound up by expressing the hope that 
she would let us have at least one 
song. 

"Jenny Lind smillcd amd seemed to be 
hesitating, while Barnum’s agent drew 
nearer and looked upleasant. Then the 
singer answered that her poor voice 
would sound but weak and out of place 
In such & wonderful cathedral made by 
the hand of God. She was very sorry 
to disappoint all of the people, but 
really her engagements with Mr. Bar¬ 
num were so exacting that she could 
not comply with the request. 1*11 tell 
you we felt flat and disappointed at 
this and were a good deal provoked at 
first, though she w r as, no doubt, right In 
living up to her agreement with Bar¬ 
num. 

"We left for Louisville the next 
morning, and the concert company fol¬ 
lowed several hours later. My uncle 
had made all hla arrangements to re¬ 
ceive them by the time they arrived. 
Being a man of small family, he gave 
up his residence entirely for the ac<om- 
modaUon of Jenny L!nd In thnae 
days theatrical and concert companies 
when they arrived at a vown would 
allow themselves a day or *o to pre¬ 
pare before giving their performances. 
Nothing like the exact ari&'.gements 
of schedules, such as prevail now. was 
dreamed of then. It had been arranged 
that Jenny Lind should give two even¬ 
ing concerts here with one night Inter¬ 
vening, the exact dates of which were 
to be announced after the company’s 
arrival Traveling was such a serious 
business at that time that several days 
were necessary for a company to rest

"In the meantime the arrangements 
for the concerts were being rapidly 
completed. They \v*»re to take place 
at Mozart Hall, wirlch, imlt.il 1896, stood 
on the lot at Fourth and Jefferson, now 
occupied by the Equitable building. The 
sale of seats had been almost os spir¬ 
ited here as In any other city where 
she had visited. Prof. Lewis Trupp, a 
music teacher, paid $225 for the first 
choice of seats. A number of the oth¬ 
ers sold for $ 100 , while a great many 
went for $50 apiece. Th“ worst »ruts 
In the house cost $ 10 , w'hlle standing 
room was almost as .aMablc. 

It was my Intention to attend at least 
one of the concerts and take my sweet¬ 
heart. but I had made no provision for 
seats. I hod supposed that Jenny Lind 
would make my uncle and I a present 
of enough complimentarles for our use 
on account of our numerous courtesies 
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hats and handkerchief* The stage was 
literally showered with flowers. I have 
heard practically every great singer 
rince that time, and I firmly believe that 
Jenny Lind wtia the greatest of Clean 
all. Beside* the wonderful range and 
flexibility of her voice, there was a 
depth of sweetness ami expression about 
It impossible to describe.

"From the moment that Jenny Lind 
Arrived in the city until the time for 
the concerts all Interest centered In my 
uncle's residence. Many people passed 
along the street In the hope of catch¬ 
ing a glimpse of the great singer. They 
were disappointed, howev^ for she 
stayed closely In doors all while. 
As I was doing the honors for my uncle 
1 paid her a brief call each day to the 
utter envy of everybody else In town. 
Jenny Lind was very fond of flowers, 
and we would walk out Into the gar¬ 
den at the side of the house. Here l 
gathered for her bouquet after bouquet 
of roses and other blossoms. She would 
thank me very sweetly, sometimes In 
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••Do you knew that Tom klsed me last night *"• 
"Well. I declare! 1 hope you eat on him tor If* 
"Oh: I did; moat assuredly." 
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T HE dining-room, more than any 
other room in a bouse should 
express the Intention of the 
house. The day for building 
nondescript houses In this country has 
passed. The artistic feeling: for unity, 
symmetry, harmony In the budding 
and furnishing of a home has taken 
hold of the people. If a house with its 
fittings does not always go th** l**rgth 
of being thoroughly Colonial. Dutch. 
French or Old English in design, it 
must express from Its construction to 
Its final details, some Idea. Every part 
of it must be molded to this one thought 
and assist In Its expression. 

The furnishing of the dining-room 
should Indicate whether this idea be 
simple nr stately, whether the house 
Is a mansion or a*cottage. ami whether 
the massive tapestried effect* of a cer¬ 
tain old English style or the clean, 
straight lined simplicity of the Colonial 
is the scheme attempted. There la a 
point lure which 1 wish to make very 
clear. It Is that when a richly-fur¬ 
nished room is heavy, when Its strong 
and ma*8lye effects become oppressive 
to the beholder, it Is spoiled; the large 
sums that have been expended to make 
It attractive are wasted, and its orig¬ 
inal intention Is utterly lost On the 
same principle. If a dining-room which 
Is designed to prelent the clear, cool 
backgrounds and graceful furnishings 
of the Colonial period is bare and scan- 
tv it. : - suit it alep is routed. A tfcoi 
ough study of the subject of house fur¬ 
nishing is the only way to avoid these 
disastrous mistakes.

Design For a Modest Dining-Room. 


1 will suppose a tastefully-arranged 
home of modest pretensions. The idea 
embodied Is comfort—harmonious ami 
attractive coloring • th simple furnish¬ 
ing*. The hall. which Is narrow, f» ren¬ 
dered spacious in effect by two wide 
openings Into parlor and dining-room, 
one on either side. If the hV.l coloring 
Is the serviceable and always accept¬ 
able golden tan. which combines so de¬ 
lightfully with Flemish oak furniture, 
a green dining-room will open Into it 
with good effect. The dining-room fur¬ 
niture is probably oak. as that can be 
bought more cheaply In good shapes 
. 


than any other w ;od. The woodwork 
of the mom I* oak. A rather co< 1 shade 
of moss green combines well with the 
yellow warmth of the woodwork; and 
an Ingrain paper or a caicotnine wash 
In this color Id the thing to use on the 
walls. 

I have a letter in hand from a corre¬ 
spondent. in which she bewails the fact 
that her dining room Is colorleus and 
ugly When I read that she has wall- 
paper of mixed pattern In red. brown 
and tan tones; that her carpet is a 
brown and tan IngTain; that her furni¬ 
ture is oak; I am not surprised that 
she finds the room unendurable. If she 
will in imagination replace this un¬ 
pleasant background with the cool and 
restful green I have suggested for the 
walls, and. removing the Ingrain carpet, 
lay a matting and place a large green 
rug under the table, she will realize 
for the first time the possibilities of this 
“ugly room." 

The room Ip never in fault Anything 
with walls and a ceiling, if it has win¬ 
dows cut to let In the sunehine and the 
views of out of doors, can be made ac¬ 
tually charming if properly treated In 
the furnishing. A delightful contrast to 
the green of the wall* is the sheer, 
white muslin—either dotted or plain— 
of the window curtains, falling straight 
and unruffled to the sill: These curtain* 
should have a loose casing at the top, 
In w'hieh the small brass rod that hold* 
them is run. A two-inch hem should 
finish the bottom. Outside curtains, 
that Is. straight pcarf curtain* of plain 
green linen, taffeta, denim or raw silk, 
hung over the outer edge of the muslin, 
and also cut to the sill, will add much 
to the cozlnesp and completeness* of the 
room. When a beautiful fern or a slen¬ 
der bamboo stand is set between the 
draperies of one of theve windows there 
could no further use for calling the 
room "hot. dry and ugly looking." It 
is restful, fwveet and attractive. But 
the furnisher mu-st not stop here. The 
wall spaces between the windows must 
not be left bare, nor must ahe spoil the 
simple harmony of the room by hanging 
an odd lot of picture* In m*tal frames, 
or those of white and gilt molding. She 
should select from her stock the black 
and u'hltc prints or photographs or 
etchings, that will be appropriate to t 
hang here, and frame them with some 
degree of uniformity. Flat frame* of 
dark wood or simple frames of pine 
painted black look well against the 
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associations, which fall below the ar¬ 
tistic standard she has set. A few com¬ 
promise* may destioy th* charm of the 
room. She must feel the color scheme 
so strongly that it will be difficult for 
her to make up her mind to put an artl- 
e> in the room which threaten* to de¬ 
stroy this. With her green wall* she 
can u*g a celling of soft yellow' cream 
or bid ivory, The picture molding of 
oak. matching the other woodwork, 
should be set from a fool to two feet 
below' the celling line (dep. ndent up«*n 
the height of side wall) and the yellow 
wash should extend over the c^ll ng and 
uow’n to the picture mold 
If. when she has made these rhan’Tcs. 
she yet fe# Is there is something to he 
dune, *he can make flat, rather hard 
cushions of green velours or corduroy 
and fit them to the seats of her chair/ 
She can tie these firmly n with green 
cord or braid, and they wl 1 transform 
an ordinary oak chair into something 
much more desirable from a deear* live 
point of view 4 . Yellow candle shades 
should break the green of this room, 
and yellow flowers should decoraie the 
table.

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THE GREAT CANAL MOVEMENT UP TO DATE. 








:: Long-Cherished Plans For a Ca¬ 
nal Across the Isthmus About 
To Be Realized... 

:: Fourteen Proposed Routes Have 
i: Narrowed Down To Two , With 
the United States Backing 
That Across Nicaragua. 


W ASHINGTON, Dea 10.-There 
have been since the concep¬ 
tion of the project fourteen 
routes proposed and survey¬ 
ed for a canal across the Isthmua Only 
two survive, and their respective pro¬ 
moters and supporters are making their 
last grand struggle for mastery. M. 
Uirtln. president of the New Panama 
Canal Company, Is leading the support¬ 
ers of the southern route, and Don Lula 
Corea, the Nicaragua Minister to this 
country, the other. 

The disaster to the old Panama Canal 
Company, with its records of the great¬ 
est eteala In the history of the world 
and numerous suicides. Is Irreparable. 
The receivers* have tried In vaJn to raise 
the $100,000,000 with which they claim 
they can complete the cut. The col¬ 
lapse of the company worked an Injury 
In tho way of prejudicing the puMlc 
agaln.' t the route, but In reality it Is 
remarkable 'that In the many points to 
hs considered and In an undertaking so 
glgantlo the two route* are such close 
rivals. 

• • • 

Working On Panama Canal. 

It Is not generally known that the 
work on the Panama canal was re¬ 
sumed In 1895. and haa been continued 
to this day. In order to save some of 
the $260,000,000 De Lease pa’ company 
spent, and to retain the valuable con¬ 
cessions granted It, the receivers or-* 
ganlzed a new company. The stock was 
purchased by members of the original 
company, who hoped by further sub¬ 
scribing to save a part of their original 
investments. Thirteen million dollars 
was all, however, they were willing to 
invest, and this only eleven days before 
the expiration of the original conces¬ 
sion. An extension of the concession to 
1010 wms secured. The new company 
did not waste the thirteen millions In 
mere show on soft ground, but. In con. 
treat to Its predee c.w > ra . made every 
dollar tell. Vn the hope of retrieving 
loot confidence, or, falling to secure 
further Investments, to make the part¬ 
ly built canal so much more valuable 
when the Clayton-Buiwer treaty should 
be abrogated. 

There Is little native labor to be had 
on the Isthmus. The old company Im¬ 
ported thousands of Chinese, but they 
proved poor workmen for the expense of 
transporting them such a distance. The 
new company, by placing a bond guar- 
teeing the safe return for those of her 
sub loots who shold desire It, was allow¬ 
ed by Great Britain 4,000 Jamaica ne¬ 
groes 

This number has dwindled away by 
desertion, death and other causes to 
about 2,000, and before the Fifty-sev¬ 
enth Congress adjourns, without doubt, 
these will be 1st off as & result of either 
the United States* acceptance of M. 
Htxtln’s offer of the sale or the adop¬ 
tion of the Nicaragua route, thereby 
killing forever the Panama scheme. 

• • • 

Sixteen Miles Dug. 

The Panama canal Is now Just 40 
per cent, completed—that la, according 
to orlglnnl designs and dimensions, but 
not according to the Isthmian Ca¬ 
nal Commission’s suggestion a The 
Atlantlo aide la open to a dis¬ 
tance of thirteen miles. The excava¬ 
tion was to a depth varying In different 
localities from sixteen to twenty-nine end 
one-half feet; but, having been com¬ 
pleted and passed over for so long, the 


de-pth hag been diminished by silt de¬ 
posits from the Chagres river, In the 
bed of which the canal lies part way. 
On the Pacific side about three miles Is 
cut to a depth of from six to twenty-six 
feet. In Panama bay a channel has 
been dredged to deep water, the an¬ 
chorage off the island of Naos and the 
Culebra cut through the rocky Cordil¬ 
leras has been accomplished to a depth 
of 160 feet. 

• • • 

First Move On Nicaragua Route. 

In 1850-1852 the Transit Company, 
which controlled all the tranalsthml&n 
traffic, had the Nicaragua route sur¬ 
veyed. Twenty years later the United 
States dispatched & commission to look 
oveT the route. A. G. Menocal, of that 
commission, when the Panama scandal 
began, personally secured a concession 
from the Nicaragua Government for 
the construction of a canal, and the 
Nicaragua Canal Construction Company 
was organized. In 1889, the same year 
that the Panama Company suspended, 
the concession was transferred to the 
Maritime Canal Company, a new or¬ 
ganization. and the constructUm com¬ 
pany went Into liquidation. 

Between them these companies dug 
about three-quarters of a nde of the 
oana.1, and rUej n—1 t‘ • harbor of Grey- 
town, and then, thf N eftrt$il 
ment claims, the concesflon* were for¬ 
feited by discontinuing the vvoik 

The special feature of the Nicaragua 
route t» the great inland sea which lies 
In a hollow between the eastern und 
western Cordilleras—I -ake Nicaragua. 

M is 45 miles wide, 110 miles long, and 
2 feet above the level of the sea. 

• • • 

Wonderful Engineering Feat. 

The plan of the Nicaragua canal com¬ 
prises an engineering feat that will be 
the most wonderful ever attempted. In 
the Isthmian Commission's estimate of 
the time It will take to construct the 
canal six years are given the building 
of a dam across the San Juan river, 
while two mors will serve to complete 
the waterway. The San Juan leaves the 
southeast corner of Lake Nicaragua and 
flows almost east Into the Caribbean 
sea. The first half of Its length from 
the lake Is almost a continuation of rap¬ 
ids and waterfalls. It la then Joined by 
the Rio Ban Carlos and its size doubled. 
Two miles above this Junction the great 
dam will be built. The Ban Juan In Its 
normal state has & flow of 20.000 cubic 
feet per second, but In the rainy sea¬ 
son It sometimes amounts to 200.000. To 
hold back this flood with a dam 150 feet 
high, and thereby raise the waters of 
the Ban Juan to the level of the lake, is 
the project. 

The canal route leaves the Caribbean 
sea near Grey town. follows a Sooth* 
westerly course, passing to the north of 
Bllloo hills, thence In a more southerly 
direction until It reaches a point about 
a mile and a quarter from the Pan Juan. 
Tt then follows the left bank of the river, 
keeping & safe distance from it. The 
Ban Juan, after Us Junction with the 
Ban Carlos, will not be utilized, because 
the latter pours into It an amount of silt 
that would hamper the workings of the 
locks. About at the dam the canal en¬ 
ters the San Juan and follows It Into 
the lake. After crossing the lake in a 
northwesterly direction to the mouth 
of the Rio Las Liga?. the route fol¬ 
lows the valley.of that stream a short 
distance and crosses the continental di¬ 
vide Into the valley of the Rio Grande, 
and tihence on through the valley to 
Brito, the Pacific terminus. 

Tho summit level—from the conti¬ 
nental divide across the lake and along 
the San Juan to Che great dam—will be 
nearly 150 miles long. Besides the pur¬ 
pose of a long stretch for speed, this

Estimate of Cost Grows. 

The estimated cost of the Nicaraguan 
canal has steadily risen from a sura 
around $60,000,000 to the Isthmian Com¬ 
mission’s figure of $189,864,062. The first, 
however, was for a six teen-foot-deep 
canal of narrow gauge. The latter is 
upon a thirty-five-foot depth, and. In 
the straight stretches, 150-foot width. 
In curves 180 feet In width la to be at¬ 
tained, and In the harbors of Brito and 
Greytown, or Colon and Panama, 600 
feet. The Isthmian canal, except In the 
two maritime sections, will be of fresh 
water. The draft of ocean steamers Is 
based on salt water weighing sixty- 
four pounds per cubic foot. Some large 
freight steamers now draw thirty-two 
feet of sea water, and would draw thlr- 


ty-three feet of fresh water. While the 
Government Is about it, therefore, tho 
expense wilt be gone to and a thlrty- 
flve-foot canal buIlL 

The width of 160 feet will allow all 
but the largest vessels to pass each 
other. Battleships have a greater 
beam than other ocean-going vessels of 
like displacement. None now In our 
navy exceeds In breadth sixty-eight 
feet, but designs have been prepared 
for the next to be constructed with a 
beam of seventy-six feet ten Inches. 
The largest sized vessel* have been 
used on a basis for determining the di¬ 
mensions of the locks, which have been 
fixed at 740xH4 feet. If two monster 
vessels meet In the canal, one, of 
course, will have to take the bank 
while the other goes by. 

The estimated cost of completing the 
Panama canal Is $144,233,358. The com¬ 
mission values the Panama canal in 
Its present condition at $40,000,000. With 
Nicaragua competing for the canal. It 
Is probable that the works of the Pana¬ 
ma Company and Its concession can 
eventually be had for that figure. 

The total length of the Nicaragua 
oanal will he IK3.66 miles; that of Pana¬ 
ma 46.09. It will take a steamship of 
the average size and speed twelve 
hours to pass through the Panama 
canal If one with locks Is constructed, 
or four hours If the canal is at sea- 
level. A sca-levol canal cannot be cut 
across Nicaragua because of the great 
lake at the great height above sea- 
vlevcl. Thirty-three hours will be re¬ 
quired for the average vessel to make 
the passage through the Nicaragua 
canal. 

"No single great material work which 
remains to be undertaken on this con- 
tlnent Is of such consequence to the 
American people as the building of, a 
canal across the Isthmus connecting 
North and South America. . . . 

#, I am glad to b^able to announce to 
you that our negotiations on this sub¬ 
ject with Great Britain, conducted on 
both sides In a spirit of friendliness 
and mutual good will and respect, have 
resulted In my being able to lay before 
the Senate preparations for an isthmian 
canal at any time, and which guaran¬ 
tees to this nation every right that It 
has ever asked In connection with ths 
canal.” 

That Is an extract from the Presi¬ 
dent's message, and here Is the para¬ 
graph In the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
which has prevented the canal’s con¬ 
struction until now: 

"The Governments of the United 
Spates and Groat Britain hereby de¬ 
clare that neither one nor the other 
will ever obtain or maintain for Itself 
any exclusive control over the said ship 
canal, agreeing that neither will ever 
erect or maintain any fortifications 
commanding the same or In the vicinity 
thereof.” F. M.

What lit¬ 
tle time Mr. Ferguson was In bed he 
thought of the "goldarned people of 
Bra^own county, Injlanny.” 

Not & locomotive had gone roaring 
through the hills of Brown county; not 
a telegraph Instrument hod ticked the 
news of the world Into the ears of the 
people of Brown county; not a manu¬ 
factory had ever been established In 
the w'hole "domed ka-ounty,” No steam 
cars, no boat*, no manufactories, no 
electric cars, no electric lights, no gas 
light, no automobiles had ever been 
seen In Brown county, and none was 
wanted, so the people said. 

Mr. Ferguson dropped Into a faint 
sleep after picturing what Brown coun¬ 
ty had overlooked and might never 
have, though talk about the invasion of 
a railroad is again agitating the citi¬ 
zens a a they have never been agitated 
since the news of the close of the Civil 
Wax reached them months after peace 
was declared.

Perhaps the moet elaborate buildings 
In Brown county are the red tw'o-story 
courthouse, log Jail and poorhouze. 
Possibly all cost something like $2,000. 
Occasionally newspaper mention la 
made of the Jail. It Is certainly a 
quaint structure and a marvel in arch¬ 
itecture. The Jail haa three wails. In 
the outer and Inner walls the twelve- 
inch logs are laid lengthwise, but the 
wall that is built In the middle of the 
other two la made of logs standing up¬ 
right- 

It has been said that this plan wag 
Intended to catch any prisoner red 
handed attempting to escape. While ^ 
might be possible to cut through the 
outer or Innermost wall, w r hen the mid¬ 
dle wall was cut through the logs 
would fall like a bear trap. To at¬ 
tempt to escape In this manner never 
suggested itself to any inmate, so the 
wonderful Invention of the builder of 
the Jail has never received the attention 
that otherwise w'ould have been given 
It. 

Generally, when a man wants to 
leave tho Jail he departs as he came— 
through ’the door. Hunger or politics 
is usually sufficient to make a prisoner 
exert himself to a slight degree to gain 
at least temporary freedom. 

Many stories are related concerning 
the Brown county Jail and its Inmates. 
On one occasion three prisoner* held 
an Indignation meeting. In no uncer¬ 
tain terms they express! their disap¬ 
proval of the Sheriff's treatment. They 
said the Jail was too cold. They could 
stand it. they said. In daytime, but not 
at night. He saw they were In ear¬ 
nest. The prleoners were allowed to 
go to the hotel at mght. One morning 
when the Sheriff was sick the prisoners 
wen* to his house, got the keys and 
locked themselves In and then threw 
the keys out between the window bars. 

While these three men were still In 
Jail, the 8herlff went to Columbus. A 
snowstorm prevented his return that 
night. He had the keys to the Jail In 
his poss**sslon. It was a bitter, cold 
night. No one could get the prisoners 
out to send them to the hotel. The 
snow drifted between the bars of the 
jail. The men were about dead from 
exposure. They decided to build a bon¬ 
fire In the middle of the lower floor of 
i the Jail and keep warm at the expense 
of the Jail furniture and walls. They 
had a hatchet, with which they chop¬ 
ped a lot of firewood from the floor 
and built a flaming bonfire. The bon¬ 
fire got too big. the dry walla of the Jail 
caught and the flames burst out of the 
barred windows. 

Screams raised the populace ^ 11Y 
a heavy beam secured from the saw¬ 
mill the door of the Jail was battered 
down. The prisoners were taken over 
to the hotel after the fire was extin¬ 
guished, and there they remained until 


the Jail was repaired. But the night 
“th’ ole Jale nigh burned up” will never 
be forgot.

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1 THE TWENTIETH CENTURY WOMAN’S 


MINISTERS WIFE OF OLDEN TIME 
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Dramatic Contrast Pictured Between Position of 
Minister’s Wife and All Other Wives 
Fifty Years Ago and To-Day. 
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It la not very long ago sln^e the right 
of women to ownership of themselves 
wna a debatable question. The small am. 
billon® of young women were brusque¬ 
ly equelched with the authoritative 
statement that “a girl was to live un¬ 
der her father’s roof and be subject to 
him, and serve him. till her marriage 
Then she was to go to her husband's 
house and obey and serve him.” This 
vas a survival of "the contempt for 
physical weakness and women." of 
which Walter Bagonot speaks In his 
Physics and Politics as "characteristic 
of primitive society," It led men then 
to supply themselves with wives by 
capturing them, os If they were wild 
animals, or by purchasing them, If any 
one else had claims on them. 

Since n woman could not own herself, 
*ne could not own property, could not 
ucnrnml wages for her work, and could 
I ot dispose of her tim*» ns her taste 
and capacity dictated. These arrange- 
i ehts were In the control of the per- 
?>»n to whom she owed service and 
«.»Krdlence. She only needed to be 
t.alned to her duty. Where the law 
v. os silent on this subject a public sent¬ 
iment existed stronger than law, that 
««mipelied unman led women to observe 
t.»e«e^ unwritten commands. Concern- 
i. g married women the law was not 
n.icnt—and Is not to-day. There were 
i «»m* s where unmarried daughters 
Lveil through life, rendering unpaid 
* rvlce, from very love and devotion, and 
i » re arc such to-day. And there were 
t. on, as now, marriages based *»n rnu- 
t h 1 respect and affection, which made 
tin 1 earthly heaven of both parties, to 
whom the luw was a dead letter. For 
humanity Is diviner than law, and in on 
i. •. not infrequently, nobler than the 
i. w® they enact 

Somewhere In the fifties a Connect¬ 
icut clergyman wished to marry his 
sister-in-law. She had worked far her 
w ulowed father twenty-two years 
without wages, although he* was able 
to pay her. had carried on the rnultl- 
r» rm labors of a large farm with finan¬ 
cial success, and had reared younger 
brothers and sisters to useful and re¬ 
spectable maturity. Meantime her 
father had married again, and she 
could be spared from her home.* But 
ihe father, a miserly old curmudgeon, 
stoutly opposed the daughter’s mar¬ 
riage, and not only refused to give her 
« decent "setting out,** ns the country 
parlan«*e phrased It. but locked up her 
wardrobe and denied her that. All the 
same her clerical lov**r married her. 
And being as renowned for grit as fur 
grace, he then comm* need suit against 
the Irate father for the unpaid services 


of his daughter for twenty-two years. 

He lost his case through some infor¬ 
mality. But it provoked great discus¬ 
sion at the time, invading even the pul¬ 
pit, which biased with condemnation 
of unflllal children, who forgot to 
"honor their father and mother." Some 
of his ministerial brethem handled the 
clergyman with great severity and 
hurled at his devoted head an aval¬ 
anche of Scripture texts, to prove that 
"children can never do too much for 
their parents." This aphorism was In 
everybody's mouth In those days, as Is 
Its complement, which to-day supplants 
It: "Parents can never do too much for 
their children." Both are true, within 
certain limitations. 

Col. Hlgglnson tells us of a school 
committee .In a Mass ichusetts town 
Who suld seriously In their report, 
.speaking of an appointment: "As this 
place offers neither honor nor profit, we 
do not see why It should not be filled 
by a woman." Work of this description 
has been considered woman's work 
ever since the world began. And w hen 
her services have been so eminent ns 
to compel a reward of money, or so Il¬ 
lustrious as to win applause, both the 
money and glory have usually been di¬ 
verted from their rightful owner to 
some man who had n "claim" upon her. 

If a woman married a minister In 
those days she run the risk of adding 
to her disabilities and discomforts For 
sh** was considered one of the minis¬ 
ter's "belongings," and when the parish 
committee made a contract with him It 
went without saying that her services 
W’ere thrown Into the bargain. The fe¬ 
male contingent of the old-time parish 
regarded the minister's wife as their 
especial perquisite, she was to be ap¬ 
propriated as their needs or whims 
might suggest, and as her temper and 
will would permit. It was not so very 
bad for the minister’s wife that her 
husband was her legal owner, since. If 
she only knew enough— and what wom¬ 
an does not. when she i^ioases?—she 
could transmute this doctrine of legal 
ownership Into a legal fiction and bring 
him to be her most loving and devoted 
subject forever. But subordination to 
hc?r husband’s parish was a very dif¬ 
ferent affair. For women are more con¬ 
servative than men. less lenient to the 
shortcomings of th*lr sex, and the 
standard by which they measured the 
minister’s wife was beyond attainment. 

She must be a pattern of god’int ss 
Indoors and out. tempted In all points 
like other women, but always without 
sin. Her housekeeping must be a mar¬ 
vel of excellence, with a time and place 
for everything, and an ever readiness 
for the unexpected events, which are 
sure to happen. She was not to be 
thrown -ff her base by the Irruption of 
any number of her husband's "people" 
on washing day. when she could serve 
only a plcked-up dinner—nor by the 
descent of the sisterhood Into her par¬ 
lor on Sunday noons between services 
to eat their lunches, eked out by her

frtuhly drawn tea and seed cakes. Her 
hu*? bond's white neckerchiefs and 
starched bosoms and cuffs must always 
b- immaculate, and her own ajjparel 
and that of her children must be spick, 
span and uncrurrrpled. as If it had Just 
come out from the bureau drawer. 

t’omellness and grace must drape her 
like a garment, and yet she would not 
be tolerated If her beauty fired the 
hearts of the male members of the par¬ 
ish She must be a "chaste k-eper at 
home" and yet a visitor not only among 
the poor, the sick and the afflicted, but 
In all the households of the pe**p:e She 
was the preordained president of all the 
missionary, materna'. charitable and 
sewing soi letles formed amo ig the wom¬ 
en. and a leader In t^ie Sunday scho*d 
and "female prayer-meet lug." And to

"donation party" at the end of the 
year. 

And yet the minister had no difficulty 
In supplying himself with a wife. 
Though the position was formldnb’e It 
was deemed a post of honor, and the 
successful minister’s wife was r- garded 
as a remarkable, woman, and ve y Jus.- 
ly. If a clergyman unwisely accepted n 
pastorate before marrying he was sure 
to to* embarrassed by the numbei amt 
variety of the matrimonial cand.dates 
forced ui»on his attention, not to men¬ 
tion more serious happenings. 

Wh» n 1 become the wife of a tini¬ 
er fifty years g *, 
the most lugubrious prophecies of d.s- 
aster attended me. for I was then a 
member of a very conservative "evan¬ 
gelical" church. The apprehensions »f 
my friends, which were never reallz d. 
sprang from their Ignorance of the tin- 
likeness of Orthodox and Liberal par¬ 
ishes. Both Unitarians and Universal- 
Ists were, at that time, In the thick of 
their mighty struggle for existence, w th 
the whole Orthodox wo Id band**d 
against them Th members of the two 
denominations were either 'Vomeout. 
ers" from the oldet churches, or recent 
converts to what their opponents re¬ 


rage oould ot he enacted to-day, even 
if & clerical husband and his people de¬ 
sired It. or the religious and theologi¬ 
cal horizon has widened since then, and 
there Is a growing federation of all 
churches, along the lines of educational 
and philanthropic work, without reg.»rd 
to creeds. 

Since then Father Hyacinthe, the lib¬ 
eral French priest, who renounced the 
vow of celibacy and married an Ameri¬ 
can woman, has argued in. the New 
York Independent that "the Husband is 
to direct the conscience of his wife pre¬ 
cisely as the father directs that of his 
child." But nobody took up the gaunt¬ 
let that the priest threw down. For the 
college* had opened their doors to w'om. 
en by thir* time, who were stunlloualy 
acquiring knowledge nnd ability for the 
pcrsmal direction of their own con¬ 
sciences. This they have found more 
satisfactory, and quite as safe as the 
i method advocated by Father Hya¬ 
cinths.

Enthusiastic In their defense of what 
they regarded ns truth, and confident 
I of ultimate victory, th** Liberals were 
very tolerant within their own lines,

, less organised work for women within 
their parishes, and the minister’s wife 
as a rule suffered little among them 
from exactions or criticism. 

All this I learned from personal ob* 
servatlon and experience, and from the 
confidence* of heavily burdened "paro¬ 
chial wives" In the older churches. 
Their grievance? were not confined to 
private utterance alone. For suddenly, 
like a bolt from a clear sky, a little 
book, entitled "The Shady Side." made 
Its sensatlonnl debut In church circles 
and was read by everybody. The author 
was evidently a woman of spirit, whose 
lot had been cast with an uncongenial 
parish, where she had been supervised 
and nagged beyond human endurance. 
It was followed Immediately by "The 
Sunny Side.’ * rltten by Mrs. Phelps, 
the mother of The dlst ngulshed author. 
Mr*. Elizabeth Stuart Phelps. She w rote 
from a different standpoint. The wife 
of an eminent clergyman, and the 
daughter of another, who wns a power 
In Andover Theological Seminary, her 
lot was cast among refined ind culti¬ 
vated people, from whom she received 
love nnd helpfulness, while the other 
one met only criticism and hindrance. 
Mrs. Phelps became the pet of her hus¬ 
band’s parish, whereas the author of 
"The Shady Bide" was made a "bone 
of contention." 

Both books were widely rend, and 
much discussed, publicly and privately. 
It began to dawn upon the community 
that ministers’ wives were an oppressed 
class, whose grievances could only b* 
redressed by giving them an amount of 
freedom and self-ownership hitherto de¬ 
nied them. This impression was de«*p- 
eqcd by nn occurrence In Central Illi¬ 
nois, during the Civil War. The wife of 

Presbyterian clergyman, an Intellec¬ 
tual. studious woman, the mother of his 
six children, who was exemplary a* a 
wife, mother and housekeeper, came to 
disbelieve the creed of her husband’s, 
church. In which she had been educat¬ 
ed, ai\d had hitherto accepted. This 
gave great offense to her husband, his 
deacon* and th** laadinfe psoplt Of In® 
parish And carefully complying with 
the regular form* of law they pro¬ 
nounced her Insane and placed her In 
the Insane asylum at Jacksonville. 111. 

H»-re she was incarcerated for three 
years, all the wh le holding herself 
calmly nnd steadily to one purpose—to 
appeal to the cqurLs of the State for an 
Investigation of her case, when she felt 
sure of Ulease At last *»h« succeeded. 
By n writ of hulw-us corpus she wo* Lik¬ 
en before the Circuit Court, when u 
Jury of twelve men pronounced her 
sane, after an investigation of a week. 
an<l she was relieved from all restraint 
Incompatible w* th b**r condition a* n 
wine woman. Although the country was 
then in the last throes of the great war, 
the story of this astounding outrage 
upon religious liberty and personal free¬

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AN ANCIENT SPORT. 


‘Ye Merry Game of Footbal.” and 
Many-Genturied History. 


Its 


“Ye Merry Game of Football from 
Ancient Timer Till Now" is the title of 
an Illustrated article ln the November 
St, Nicholas from the pen of N. O. 
Messenger. The Greeks invented the 
sport, snd through the Romans it 
reached the Britons. In the time of 
Queen Elizabeth football was In high 
favor. It was played In the city 
streets, on^the commons and In country 
lanes. Tbej*e was not much rule or 
order In the game, the object being 
merely to put the ball ln to the enemy’s 
goal, by fair means or by foul. The 
goals might be a mile apart, with 
ditches and hedges and highroads be¬ 
tween. The players struggled In earn¬ 
est. and broken bones were no rarity 
in the rush that followed. 

This was probably the roughest and 
most brutal period in football’s history. 
The accounts of the times speak fre¬ 
quently of accidents, and too often 
there were fatal incidents In bhe play¬ 
ing of the game. 

Shrove Tuesday was football day in 
those times, and then the w'hole popu¬ 
lace w-ent football mad. Every one 
turned out to kick the ball. There was 
one grand scramble to reach It as it 
was punted down the streets, over 
housetops, and across commons. The 
merchants hatred shop windows and 
doors ns the merry crowds surged 
through the streets, for scant heed was 
given to any obstacle -that stood in the 
way of the pursut of the ball. Some¬ 
times two or more crowds, in chase of 
•the flying pigskin, fell foul of one an¬ 
other’s course, and then there was a 
to-do. and the strongest held the right 
of way. perhaps carrying off both balls, 
and causing the other crowd to Join In 
their pursuit. . . . 

.. 


With the year 1800 the game began to 
be adopted by English school* and uni¬ 
versities as the leading sport. In 1863 
on association was formed and it was 
made a scientific sport. At this time 
the game was ployed differently by dif¬ 
ferent universities. Rugby permitted 
cn rtying rhe ball, holding runners, 
charging and tackling, while Harrow 
and Winchester only allowed kicking 
In 1871 the Rugby Union was formed 
and rules laid down. Prior to 1875 
American universities had paid little 
attention t*» football. It was Harvard 
that brought the game to the United 
States, and in order to hove a foeman 
worthy of Its steel, taught It to Yale. 
"Old Eli" took gracefully to the drub¬ 
bing that was Involved In learning the 
flm lesson, tvhich was learned ao well 
tint for many years thereafter Har¬ 
vard hud no more victories. 

The Rugby game has been developed 
in American mainly along the lines of 
interference and tackling. The Yan¬ 
kee* were quick to perceive advantages 
which could be gained In this direction 
anil put them Into play. In 1886 Prince¬ 
ton introduced the "wedge." uelng It 
against Harvard, who In turn took It 
up against Yale next year. Then Har¬ 
vard went one better and brought out 
the “flying wedge." which, with the 
“V,” the “push,’’ and the “plow,” are 
permanent features of football work. 

In the perfection of football playing 
into a scientific sport from the old 
rough-and-tumble games of the past an 
Involved system of signals has come 
into use. The signals are made by 
calling out numbers. 

There seems to he no lessening of in¬ 
terest In the sport. There may be as 
many ns 20.000 spectator* and the 
great game of football, which began 
with the Greeks, was carried on by th< 
Romans, developed by the British, am! 
perfected by the Americans, seems tc 
be. Indeed, the king of autumn sports.

BRITISH CABINET INFORMED. 


St. John*. N. F.. Dec. 14.—Signor 
Marconi -announced the most wonder¬ 
ful scientific discovery of modern times 
to-night In stating that he had received ( 
electric signals across the Atlantic 
ocean from hit station In Cornwall, 
England. He explains thp.t before leav- | 
ing England he made plans for accom- . 
pushing this result, for while his prl- I 
mary object was to communicate with i 
ocean liners In midocean he hoped also 
to succeed In attaining the wonderful 
scientific achievement of wireless teleg¬ 
raphy across the Atlantic. 

Signor Marconi's station In Cornwall 
Is most powerful. He possesses an elec¬ 
tric force generated there a hundred 
times greater than at hts ordinary sta¬ 
tions. Before he left England he ar¬ 
ranged that the electrician In charge of 
the station, which is located at Poldhu, 
should begin sending signals dally after 
a certain date, which Signor Marconi 
would cable him after having perfected 
his arrangements here.

programme arranged previously with 
the operator at Poldhu.

Signals Are Frequent. 

These signals consisted of repeating 
at Intervals the letter "8" which in 
Marconi’s code Is made by three dota 
or quick strokes. This signal was re¬ 
peated sc frequently and so In accord¬ 
ance with the detailed plan arranged 
t«* provide safeguards against possibil¬ 
ity of mistake that Marconi was satis¬ 
fied that It was a genuine transmission 
from England.

ment Is demonstrated by the success 
of the present experiments with Incom¬ 
plete and Imperfect apparatus, as the 
signals can only be received by the 
most sensitively adjust'd Apparatus 
and Signor >^rcont is worktng under 
great dlfflculWv owing to the condi¬ 
tions prevailing h©jp. The Cornwall 
coast Is 1,700 miles from St. Johns.

Abandons Steamer Signals. 

In view* of the success attending these 
trials Signor Marconi will for the pres¬ 
ent disregard the matter of « nmnunt- 
eating with transatlantic steamers.

MARCONI TELLS OF TRIUMPH. 

Sensitive Telephone Attached To Kite 
Conveyed the Signals. 

St. Johns. N. F., Dec. 14.—[Special]— 
Signor Marconi to-night gave out the 
following statement: “Before I left 
England for Newfoundland to experi¬ 
ment with ocean liners in mldccean I 
arranged with my assistants at my sta¬ 
tion In Poldhu, Cornwall, near the 
Lizard, to send out certain signals cm 
and after certain days according to r 
detailed plan I supplied them with. I 
had Just a hope that the signals might 
reach across the Atlantic to Newfound¬ 
land. The distance. 1.800 miles, was far 
greater than any we had ever yet at¬ 
tempted, but the* electric power at 
Poldhu was unusually great and the 
wide unbroken area of ocean without a 
break until Newfoundland was reached 
offered an exceptional opportunity for 
testing the ultimate possibilities of my 
invention. Had It not succeeded, I 
should not have been disappointed, be¬ 
cause it w'ns an extraordinary tax upon 
the apparatus and failure would not 
have meant anything. On arriving In 
Newfoundland and installing my sta¬ 
tion on Signal HU! at the entrance to 
St. Johns, ! servt up kites every day 
this week with the vertical arelal wire 
appended, by which our signals are re¬ 
ceived. I bad previously cabl'd to Corn¬ 
wall station to begin pending the pre¬ 
arranged signal:*.

Signals Are Read. 

"Tuesday my kite broke away nnd 
nothing resulted. Wednesday, however. 

I had better luck. My nrnngi meat was 
for Cbrnwall to send at five-minute in¬ 
tervals between 3 and 6 o'clock p. m. 
the Morse letter 8, which consists of 
three dots. The hours named were equiv¬ 
alent to from noon to 3 p. m. at St. 
Johns, and Wednesday during these 
hours myself and my two assistants re¬ 
ceived the signals under such conditions 
as assured us they were genuine. We 
received them through a specially sensi¬ 
tive telephone attached to our Instru¬ 
ments. whtch enabled us to detect sig¬ 
nal* which the instruments w uld not 
ift-ord. The r !nbin.itIons were perfect 
Though faint, th* test was conclusive, 
though qot practically effective. 

"On Thursday we tried again during 
the same hours and were again reward¬ 


ed with audible signals, though fainter 
than Wednesday's result. This I at¬ 
tribute to 4he trouble we had In keep¬ 
ing our kRe elevated, owing to baffling 
winds. But this test made further 
doubt impossible. 

• • • 

Wind Prevents Kite Flying. 


"We tried cn Friday, but gusty airs 
rnnde kite flying impossible. The same 
conditions continued to-day. I shall try 
again Monday and expect to receive the 
signals again, as Cornwall makes them 
dally until ordered to desist. After 
ThuredayV. success I wired my prin¬ 
cipals In London of the fact, and am 
now at liberty to inform the press of 
what I tytve accomplished. I have also 
Informed the governor of Newfound¬ 
land. Sir Cavendish Boyle, requesting 
him to notify his Majesty's Government 
in London of the fact. 

"I am myself informing the Italian 
Government. The Russian Admiralty, 
which yesterday decided to Install my 
system on Its warsfi p*. will also be no¬ 
tified. I have also informed Premier 
Sir Robert Bond and the Newfoundland 
Ministry, to whom l am Indebted for 
many kindnesses, and they have offered 
me every facility to continue my tests. 

• • • 

Will Erect a Pole This Week. 

“Next week I shall arrange f r the 
erection here of a pole 200 feet h’gh to 
be used for receiving purposes Instead 
of the unreliable kites. My two assist¬ 
ants wtM remain here and I shall re¬ 
turn to England by the Allan liner Ha.r. 
dlnlan to continue the experiment* from 
the Cornwall station. 1 shall enlarge 
the lottery there and add trier** electric 
power. By this means I hope to send 
across signals so powerful as to actuate 
the ordinary instruments and make the 
working of the system effec^ve day 
and night the whole .year round. When 
this '» done 1 shall revisit Newfound¬ 
land to erect a large station h?re simi¬ 
lar to that In Cornwall In power and 
extent. With that it will be possible for , 
me to send and receive messngvs at 
both sides of the Atlantic, and with 
a th*'rd sun Ion ut Capt Cod I can spun j 
the whole stretch of the ocean between 
Europe and America. 


Does Not Believe the Government Should Become a 
Holder of .Storks In a Trust, But Would Like

Washington. Pec. 14.—It is said to be 
definitely decided that President Roose- 
velt will not uccept the offer of Mr. 
Andrew Carnegie of 310.000,1)00 of bond* 
of the United States Steel Corporation 
for the purpose of founding an institu¬ 
tion for higher education In this city. 

The views of prominent Senators and 
Representatives, as they have been giv- 
*-n to the President, are practically 
unanimous against the acceptance of 
the offer In Its present shape. The pro¬ 
vision attached to the offer that t$ie 
Government shall bold the bonds for a 
term of years is especially objection¬ 
able. 

The President, howover. Is very hope¬ 


ful that an adjustment can be made by 
which Mr. Carnegie will convert the 
bonds, which he tendered, into cash or 
United States bonds, and that the gift 
can then be accepted in that shape.

Mr. Carnegie Complacent. 

New York. Dec. 14.—Andrew Carnegie, 
on being asked to-day about the $10.-

The State Board of Valuation ami As¬ 
sessment to-day reconsidered its notion 
flxlng the value of Kentucky whisky f^r 
the purpose of taxation at 310 a barrel 
and placed it at $8. the assessment of 
1600. The former action was reconsid¬ 
ered by the votes of Auditor Coulter 
ujwI Treasurer Hager. Secretary of 
State Hill stood out for the assessment 
first made, nnd which he voted for at 
the board meeting of a year ago. Treas¬ 
urer Hager wn« the member to change 
poaltion, and he did so on the filing 
with the board of the affidavits of dis¬ 
tillers OJid wholesale handlers of whisky 
that they thought the fair cash value 
of whisky made In Kentucky was 38 
a barrel. The distillers to make such 
affidavit* were Taylor & Williams, S. 
Grabfelder & Co., W. O. Bonnie, for 
Bonnie Bros.; Rosenfeld Bros. & CVj., 
Wright & Taylor, for Old Charter Dis¬ 
tillery Company; Sunny Brook Distil¬ 
lery Company, and the Old Kentucky 
Distillery. 

The preliminary action of the board 
this year, taken several weeks ago. fixed 
the vaiu*.» of whisky at $10 a barrel, and 
later, after heating the distillers, tre 
board made their vahwtlon final. Upon 
the urgent request of the distillers the 
board held the certification up until 
to-day, when the reduction wa* granted.

Secretary Hill’s Position. 

Secretory of State Hill refused to re¬ 
cede from Ms |*>sitk>n fixing the value 
at $10 a barrel, being of the opinion 
That accrued taxes, warehouse charge* 
and Insurance, which the whisky men 
contend should be deducted when a bar¬ 
rel of whisky is sold, do not affect its 
vaJu** Hi all.

"According to naval practice Admiral 
Dewey, by affixing his signature to the 
report of the Court of Inquiry In th^ 
case of Rear Admiral Schley expresses 
full concurrence in all the findings of 
fad and In all the opinions reached 
by the court except those with respect 
to which he has In terms signified dis¬ 
sent In his minority opinion.'* 

CARRIED OUT THEIR PART. 

Col. McClure On the Findings of Ben- 
ham and Ramsay. 

Philadelphia, Dec. 14.—[Special.]— 
•'The majority finding of the Schley 
Court of Inquiry" said Col. A. K. Mc¬ 
Clure. one of Rear Admiral Schley’s 
most Intimate friends, to-day, "la a dis¬ 
grace to the American navy. To sup¬ 
pose that the people are fooled by tho 
report of Ramsay and Benham Is ridic¬ 
ulous. You can fool the American peo¬ 
ple on a good many things, but you 
cannot fool them on the man who fights. 
They know him and revere him. and all 
the courts-martial in the world cannot 
blind them. 

"Admirals Benham and Ramsay were 
nppulntcd to the court to do just what 
they have done. They knew the Navy 
Department, which selected them, 
wanted to dishonor Schley, if possible, 
and they carried out their part. But 
their conclusions will not .be accepted 
by the people of the country, who are 
the real judges of the controversy. The 
people will agree with Admtral Schley 
on every point. 

"Dewey was appointed by President 
McKinley, and not the Navy Depart¬ 
ment, which is significant. What have 1 
nil the things of which the majority of 
the report is made up to do with Schley's | 
bravery or the fact that he won the bat¬ 
tle oft Santiago? He is the hero of that 1 
engagement, and. as Dewey says, de¬ 
serves all the credit for the victory. 

"As far os the Navy Department Is 
concerned it can take no further action 
In regard to Admiral Schley, but I have 
no doubt, the subject will be taken up 
by Congress. 1 am convinced that some 
definite action yet will be taken to set¬ 
tle this case. 

• I think that Admiral Schley will not 
peek vindication by a nomination for 
the presidency In 1904. He has no knowl¬ 
edge of politics and no desire to enter 
political life." 

SCHLEY NOW TO SUE. 

Will Seek Damages For Being Called 
a Coward. 

Chicago. Dec. 14.—A Washington tel¬ 
egram to the Chronicle says: 

Hear Admiral Schley will shortly in¬ 
stitute a libel suit against the publish¬ 
ing firm of Appleton & Co. of New 
York for giving currency and circula¬ 
tion to Maclay’s naval history contain¬ 
ing the charges of cowardice made by 
Maclay against the Rear Admiral. This 
Utcp has been urged upon Schley by his 
most conservative and his closest 
friends. Papers In the suit have already 
been prepared and will probably be filed 
within a week. 

In a civil court before a Jury. It Is 
argued, that Admiral Schley cannot 
only expose the conspiracy of which he 
has bee:? the victim, but he can obtain 
that measure of Justice which has been 
denied him by at least two of his broth¬ 
ers In arms. He can bring to public 
view the names of all the naval offivwn 
from Crownlnshleld down who haVe 
been Instrumental In causing Maclay to 
write Admiral Schley down as a cow- 
nrd. traitor and caitiff. Neither the Ad¬ 
miral nor his friends have the slightest 
doubt about the character of the vindi¬ 
cation which he will receive as the re¬ 
sult of such a proceeding. 

SCHLEY DID HIS FULL DUTY. 

Naval Constructor Hobson Not Afraid 
To Uphold. 

Bloomington. Ind.. Dec. 14.—[Special ] 
—Naval Constructor Richmond P. Hob¬ 
son lectured here last night In the In¬ 
diana University lecture course and 
was asked as to the result of the Schley 
Inquiry. He said: "I would plead to 
be excused, as It Is a very delicate mat¬ 
ter for me to discuss l am sorry that 
so worthy an officer and man as Ad¬ 
miral Schley has proved hltnself to be. 
Is thus criticised. I am sun* he did his 
full duty, as he thought, for as I hav 
said, he was a most worthy officer. I 
deeply respect not only Admiral Schley, 
but each member of the board who 
heard the case, but I am iri a position 
that 1 cannot express myself as to th * 
justification of the court's finding.

‘Brother” Bruce Fed the Outcasts’ 
Stomachs and Dr. Wharton Fed 
Their Minds. 


Coffee is a marvelous strengthenor. 
This was especially evidenced last night 
at the Hope Rescue Mission when, after 
a plentiful supply of sandwiches had 
been disposed of by those who needed 
and enjoyed them, cup after cup of the 
bracing, brown liquid was drunk, hot 
and strong. 

The crowd was then more than will¬ 
ing to Jolo In the hymn suggested by 
Supt. W. M. Bruce: 

"Hear Us. O Our Savior, While We 
Pray." 

And then as a kind of anthem of 
praise for the supplying of the physi¬ 
cal needs, came: 

"True hearted, whole hearted, faith¬ 
ful and loyal." 

Supt. Bruce's pupils, or "my pupils." 
as he could w f ell call them, were then 
in the best of moods to listen to a brief, 
but markedly personal, address by the 
Rev. Dr. H. M. Wharton. 

*Tm having a good time.” said Dr. 
Wharton at the outset. 

Dr. Wharton stopped a second. His 
face was u perfect exponent of the 
truth of his words. He looked over the 
audience of men who In life had played 
high, but had chiefly and finally used 
white checks or markers, and then 
said: 

"And I owe It all to J*?*ub Christ." 

Then Dr. Wharton told the men of an 
Incident In his life. 

"Do you know that twenty-seven 
years ago. right In this city, I was full 
of liquor and fell on a railroad track. 
Some one picked me up and 1 came to. 
I was hat less. I started somewhere 
and soon a policeman stopped me. 

"I told him who I wap and said that 
I was nearly deafi for a drink. 

"He gave me ten cents. I got a 
drink and I crawled Into my brother’s 
home. My brother thought me lost, 
but In a few days 1 took Christ nnd 
with His help 1 have never touched 
drink since." 

This personal narrative was more 
than effective and the preacher's appli¬ 
cation was. If possible, more so. be¬ 
cause he accompanied It without eternal 
damnatory denunciations. Dr. Whar¬ 
ton simply said: 

"I don’t ask you to quit any devil¬ 
ment Don’t try to lop off any 
branches. Just simply turn to Christ. 
He will do the work. Why, boys, at 
one time I would have walked a rotten 
plank over *he abyss of hell for a drink 
—but Christ did It all."

Says Advance Is Made Necessary By 
City’s Annexed Territory— 
Needs of the System. 


WHERE FUNDS ARE WANTED. 


A meeting of the Joint Finance Com¬ 
mittee of the General Council was held 
yesterday afternoon at the City Hall to 
discuss the tax rate ordinance for 1902. 
The members met with Mayor Grain¬ 
ger and considered two ordinances for 
the reorganization of departments un¬ 
der the Board of Public Safety and the 
Board of Public Works. The new 
measures propose to create several new’ 
offices and to restore the salaries of a 
number of subordinates who were re¬ 
duced by the Republican Council. An¬ 
other meeting of the committee will be 
held to-morrow and various others will 
be caJled for the week. 

Mayor Grainger believes that the or¬ 
dinance fixing the tax rate will be pre¬ 
pared by the latter part of the week. 
• • • 

Schools Want More Money. 

A matter which Is puzzling Mayor 
Grainger and members of the Council 
now Is a request which Mr. E. II. Mark, 
superintendent of the city schools, 
made yesterday afternoon. Mr. Mark 
headed a committee of members of the 
School Board who called upon the 
Mayor. They asked for an Increase of 
six cents In the levy for school pur¬ 
poses. The present levy is thirty three 
cents. Last year this produced a school 
fund of 1381,272. This amount. It Is 
said, it not sufficient to meet the de¬ 
mands of th* school system under the 
heavy expense necessary in providing 
school buildings for annexed territory* 

Mr. Mark says that the city has 
grown rapidly and lhat the number of 
school children has greatly Increased. 
Consequently the levy for the schools 
cannot remain at a stand-still and meet 
the demands of a school system such 
as Louisville has always had. More 
buildings, more teachers and belter fa. 
clinics are needed *utd unless the levy 
Is raised none of these ea*n be had. It 
!« paid that some of the schools are 
badly crowded and that people living 
In remote s^tions of the city are re¬ 
quired to go long distances in order to 
get to school. 

The call of 8upU Mark yesterday wae 
the second which he has made on Mayor 
Grainger since his Inauguration. 

• • • 

Matter Not Yet Considered. 


Mayor Grainger was asked lost night 
what would be done In reference to Mr. 
Mark’s recommendation. 

"The matter has not been taken up 
yet," he replied. "However, it is a cer¬ 
tainty lhat If the levy for school pur¬ 
poses is Increased a good sized increase 
will be necessary in the tax rate. If the 
various departments grow the funds 
to support them must also grow*. Supt. 
Mark Is very' earnest in his recom¬ 
mendation and l Judge the Council will 
give them due consideration."

Increases Proposed. 

The Board of Public Safety has asked 
for a total Increase of $21,760, as follows: 

Police Department—Two Captains, at 
$1,300 per annum, two Lieutenants, at 
$1,000 per annum; two Sergeants. $900 
per annum: six patrolmen. $2.26 per 
day each; ten detectives, at twenty-five 
cents a day each increase in salary. 
Total for Police Department, $12,240. 

Fire Department—One house painter. 
$900 per annum. 

Bureau Inspector of Buildings—One 
assistant Inspector, Increase In salary 
$600 per annum; one clerk $120; total 
$720. 

Health Department—One Assistant 
Health Officer. $1,200 per annum; nine 
inspectors at $76 per month, $6,500; to¬ 
tal for Health office $6,600. 

Pound Keepers—Two keepers, $240 
per annum each. 

City Hospital—One steward. $300 per 
annum; one painter and plasterer, $120 
per annum; total for hospital $420. 

No changes are recommended at tho 
Home of the Aged and Infirm or at the 
workhouse. 

In the Board of Works the total In¬ 
crease asked for on account of salaries 
and new Inspectors Is about $3,500.

MURRAY TO RETURN MONDAY. AUTHORITATIVELY DENIED. 


MadlsonvlUe, Ky.. Dec. 14.—[Special.] 
—It was expected that the militia now 
on duty here would be withdrawn to¬ 
morrow. but It has been decided to de¬ 
lay their departure for a few days. It 
is now believed they will be ordered 
home not later than Thursday, 

Adjt. Gen. Murray, who has been In 
Frankfort for the past eight days, tele¬ 
graphed to Maj. Watt this afternoon 
that he would return Monday morning. 
Few people now expect Judge HaJl or 
any of the county officers to take any 
decisive action regarding the situation 
here. What caused the delay Is not 
known, but many people attribute the 
delay to the proceedings taken in the 
Federal Court by the operators. How¬ 
ever. this Is not known to be the case. 

Vice President Bamaby, National Or¬ 
ganizer Blakely and other union offi¬ 
cials returned here from Louisville, 
where they had been in attendance at 
Federal Court, this morning and were 
at union headquarters all day. More 
union miners were seen in town to-day 
than at any time since the trial of the 
miners arrested when the union camp 
at Nortonville was dispersed The 
union boardlng-hnus* at Nortonville Is 
occupied by about seventy-five men to¬ 
night. 

The union officials for whom warrants 
have been Issued, but have not yet 
been served, are also at Nortonville. 
President Wood still remains away, 
snd It Is not known when he will re¬ 
turn it is sal<i her* h ■ m <>uM return 
at once and surrender to the officers If 
he were allowed to give a reasonable 
bond. While Judge Hall has not said 
what bond he would demand. It Is 
known that he would have to give a 
bond of not less than $2,000 if not twice 
that sum. Every one here is anxiously 
awaiting Judge Evans’ decision In the 
Refnecke Mining Company's injunction. 
Most of the union miners now believe 
he will make the Injunction perpetual. 


CELL CHANGED. 


For some days there have been 
rumors in local railroad circles that the 
Louisville and Nashville passenger de¬ 
partment would have a shakeup on 
New Year’s day that would be as an 
earthquake or volcanic eruption com- 
pared to former changes In this depart¬ 
ment of the big system, but there Is no 
foundation for the reports that have 
been flying. A high official of the 
road says no general shake-up Is im¬ 
minent. 

The rumor was. perhaps, started by a 
fellow who has taken -the pains to make 
a table of the change* that have taken 
place In the Louisville and Nashville 
passenger department during the year, 
under Mr. C. L. Stone, who was ap¬ 
pointed in the fall of 1900 after the 
death of Col. C. P. Atmore, and from 
this has made the deduction that a cer¬ 
tain number of changes are certain to 
occur during the next year.

GEORGE HANLON, ALLEGED MUR¬ 
DERER. DEPRIVED OF HIS 
FREEDOM. 


Second Trial For Killing of Corp. 
Richterkessing Will Be Called 
To-morrow. 


George Hanlon, who is to bo ttled on 
the charge of murder to-morrow, no long¬ 
er occupies tho little cell on the second 
floor of the county jail. Instead he is 
confined In "No. 9." The story of his 
change Is common talk among the pris¬ 
oners. and one of the men In the same 
compartment yesterday afternoon told of 
the reason of the change. Me said that 
Hanlon whs' guilty of an unspeakable 
crime upon n boy who was confined in 
the room used for a hospital. The boy 
was a patient, and a negro barber who 
sometimes shaVea the heads of wounded 
prisoners, told the story. 

Hanlon was Immediately placed In an¬ 
other cell. Under the old arrangement 
he had a cell to himself. That he might 
get enough exercise tie was allowed to 
walk up and down the corridor on the 
second floor. It Is said that he took ad¬ 
vantage of this liberty and entered the 
ceil occupied by the invalid. 

Jailer Pfianz when seen yesterday after¬ 
noon declined to dlsucss the subject. All 
that he would say was that Hanlon had 
been changed and that he did not change 
him without reason. The turnkeys also 
decline! to tell why Hanlon had been 
changed 

Hanlon's case will be called to-morrow 
morning. It Is believed thut much dif¬ 
ficulty will be experienced In selecting a 
Jury, as tho same tusk required almost 
two days at his former trial.

Ised to make any member of the hoard 
10.000 barrels of whisky at $7 a barrel 
next year—the price of corn being above 
normal and too high this season—if he 
would place the order. This argument 
was used to show’ that the absolute 
spirits In a barrqj Is not worth over 
$7 a barrel and that the brand should 
cut no figure. The Instance of a Louis¬ 
ville distiller contracting to make 5,000 
barrels of whisky at twenty cents. w T lth 
corn 60 per cent, higher than usual, was 
oiled. 

It was shown that a merchant may 
reduce his stock of good* Just before 
assessment time, but the barrel of whis¬ 
ky stays right In bond, paying the same 
taxes, until old enough—from four to 
eight years—to go on the market, get¬ 
ting no benefit from the many gallons 
evaporated or absorbed meanwhile. 

The eyes of the hoard were also opened 
by one distiller, who admitted that the 
brand removed, one whisky was as good 
as another, and could be made as cheap, 
the process having little to do with the 
coat per gallon. 

Whisky has had to pay State and 
county taxes since the new Constitution 
became effective. The assessment has 
varied from $7 to $10 per barrel.

HUSBAND, WIFE AND CHILD 
SWEPT FROM HOUSEBOAT. 


Two Others Were Rescued By Friends 
After a Thrilling Experience. 


Nashville, Tenn., Dec. 14.—[Special.]— 
Last nlghu shortly before 12 o’clock dur¬ 
ing the heavy rain nnd violent gale of 
wind Edward Reynolds, a fish* rman, 
his wftfe and an Infant in arms were 
drowned In the Cumlwrland river near 
the mouth of Richland creek, about 
five miles from the city. The accident 
was witnessed from the bank by a num¬ 
ber of people. The birtit was moored 
in the creek a short distance from ihe 
river. The hard rain, causing great 
gushes of w'ater to flow fivmi the narrow 
banks of the stream, and the violent 
windstorm together broke the moorings 
of the boat and swept It out frrtc* the 
middle of the river. At this time, be¬ 
sides the Reynolds family, Mrs. John 
Holman and George Betterley were vis¬ 
iting on board the boat. The craft 
veered around and stopped in the mid¬ 
dle of the river. 

Those on board crl*d for help and 
John Holman and his brother, William 
Holman, who were In a house near the 
bank, hearing the cries, pushed out in 
a skiff and soon reached the tossing 
houseboat. They climbed aboard and 
Just as they did so Mr Reynolds was 
thrown down by a violent lung' and fell 
overboard. He tried to swim back to 
th* boat and the Holmans made every 
effort to assisi him, but h* soon sank 
from sight afcd was not p^en again near 
the surface. fcThe man's agonized wife, 
with her Infant in her arms, ran to the 
edge of the bo&t, calling to her hus¬ 
band. but the other people on th* boat 
urged her bock. 

The Holmans then turned their ntt*tw 
tfon to Mrs. Holman and Mr. Betterley, 
who had climbed on top of the cabin. 
They were assisted dowm and Into the 
skiff, and an effort was mude to find 
Mrs. Reynolds, w’ho was last seen rush¬ 
ing Into the kitchen of the boat vylit-h 
her child in her arms. The river was 
rising ao rapidly, the waves were toss¬ 
ing so high and the wind was blowing 
with such fury, however, that the res¬ 
cuing party had barely time to push 
off In the skiff before the houscboan 
went under. Th* Hoi mans and Better, 
ley reached the shore, but the woman 
and child were drowned.

MOTION TO DISSOLVE 

INJUNCTION ARGUED. 


Judge Burnam Takes the Case 
Against Lexington's Mayor 
Under Advisement. 


Frankfort, Ky.. Dec. 14.—[Special ]— 
Appellate Judge Burnam to-tixy heard 
a motion and argument to dissolve a 
temporary injunction granted by Judge 
Parker of the Fayette Circuit Court, tnTl 
reatrali Mayor Duncan, of Lexington, 
from r* moving from office Police Cj 
misslon-r J i: R"g»r on a burg* of” 
selling supplies to the city. C. J. 
Bronston. George Hunt. W. C. P. Br**ck- 
Inridge mid Henry Duncan. Jr., made* 
argument. Judge Burnam took Uhe mo¬ 
tion under advisement. 
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A FTER months of waiting, which 
was clevely turned to advantage 
by whetting curiosity to a keen 
edge. Mrs. Leslie Carter disclosed 
her conception of "Du Harry*’ at the Na¬ 
tional Theater, In Washington, on Thurs¬ 
day night. In the course of an admirable 
review, the Pest expresses Its belief that 
In "Du Barry’* Mr. Belosco has produced 
a play "which will be a monument to his 
reputation." 

The following extended outline of the 
plot and Its development, taken from the 
Post, wil give an excellent Idea of the 
splendid possibilities for an actress of 
Mrs. Carter's scope In emotional roles: 

"The rise of the curtatn disclosed the 
shop of Labi lie, a milliner, much patron¬ 
ised by the nobility and fashion. Among 
the first callers is the Marquise de Ques- 
noy (known as 'La Gourdan’). notorious 
In Paris as the keeper of a fashionable 
gambling house. She has heard of the 
charm and beauty of one of LablUe's girls. 
Jeanette Vaubcrnlcr (Mrs. Leslie Carter), 
and determines to lure the girl to her es¬ 
tablishment in order to attract patron¬ 
age. Among the other callers Is Jean Du 
Barry, whose motive Is to assist the 
schemes of the Marquise. To his sur¬ 
prise. he runs across a young officer of 
the King's Guard, named Cosse-Brlssac, 
who has conceived an honorable passion 
for Jeanette, and who. In order to catch 
a brief word with her, comes to the mil¬ 
liner's shop on the pretext of purchasing 
a sword knot. lie brings her a bunch of 
violets, her favorite flower, and there en¬ 
sues a pretty scene, In which he tells the 
csprlclous, bewitching, vain little Jean¬ 
ette of his love, and persuades from her 
a promise to go with him the next day to 
the country to pick violets. She promises, 
but the promise is never kept. For at the 
Instant of Cosae's departure there are 
sounds of martial music. The King. Louis 
XV., Is passing, and Jeanette Is wild to 
see him. Count Jean Du Barry enters 
and. Introducing himself, invites Jeanette 
to go with him to the balcony In front of 
La Gourdan's to see the King pass. She, 
won by the sound of hi* title, accepts and 
trips out, wearing the best hat In Labllle's 
shop. 

"Jeanette never returns to her mil¬ 
linery. Once within La Gourdan's gam¬ 
bling place, she become* a permanent In¬ 
mate despite herself. Poor Jeanette is. 
Indeed, always meaning to do the right 
thing and always doing the wrong one. 
It seoma to be her destiny, foT. as she her¬ 
self expresses U, 'she Is always being 
carried on and on, and always the wrong 
way.' The second act discloses her In the 
gambling-house, with Jean Du Barry *t U 
her grim shadow. The Due de Richelieu 
and the Minister of Finance. Terray. call 
to look upon this charmer, whose fame 
has reached their cars. If they could but 
secure her tt> amuse the King! The 
might serve some of their schemes. But 
In the little plot Jean Du Barry decline* 
to be counted out. He suggests that If 
Jeanette shall phase hi* majesty she b? 
married to his brother, Count Gulliaumo 
I>u Barry, who will be paid a sum of 
money and promptly sent away. With 
hi* name and title Jeanette can find a 
place at court. It Is arranged that the 
King shall come incognito to the gam¬ 
bling-house and sec the girl. Meantime 
Cosse-Brlssac has sought her out And has 
persuaded her to leave I-a Gourdan's and 
to go with him as his wife to a little home 
In the country, where the volets are 
thick. Btit again destiny step* in. The 
King enters, sees her, talks with her uni 
Is Infatuated. She mu*t listen, for the 
doors have been locked. In the ardor of 
bis passion he clasp.* her in h!» arms, 
while her lover, who witnesses the scene, 
denounces her and leave* In anger. 

"The flrst sensational status of the piny 
I* attained In the third act. Here, in her 
bedchamber, amid surrounding* of luxury 
and extravagance of dream-like splendor, 
installed as tha mistress of the King, she 
rises to dramatic heights and biysta of 
realism that are fairly startling. We dis¬ 
cover Du Barry In her canopied bed, at¬ 
tended by her faithful mu id. Sophie, and 
the loyal Denys. Zamore. her Eth oplan 
page, serving her coffee in a golden serv. 
Ice and executing his poodlc-llke tumbles 
on the carpet for her amuaemrnt. 

"Crosse's father la announced. She is all 
a-ircmUl* us hear of hor guardsman 


lover, whose miniature 1* beneath her 
pillow. She demands to hear what Cosse 
has to say to her, now that Bite Is the 
Inmate of the place. The word which 
the father repeat* from the lip* of hi* 
exiled son sums her. It arouses the last 
remaining strength of her frail charac¬ 
ter. It open* her eye* to the full enor¬ 
mity of her own Indignity and muke* 
her resi ze the debasing part she Is play¬ 
ing in the history of the court. She be¬ 
come* a creature of moods and tears. 
Her scene of remorse, as she throw* 
herself back upon the bed and crouches 
in pitiful dejection on the floor, her whole 
body throbbing with passionate grief and 
tear* dissolving her voice, !* an extraor¬ 
dinary tour de force, n magnificent exhi¬ 
bition of hysteria under masterful re¬ 
straint. Then follow* the bedside levee— 
Mme. Du Barry receiving the nobility, 
stretched out amid her pillows and em¬ 
broidered quills, and In her morning robe; 
the diplomats and the court ladies pay¬ 
ing their devoirs to soft strains of violins 
In the ante-chamber, madam* and the 
ladies exchanging mutual courtesies, sar¬ 
castic smiles, court cynicism*, and dart¬ 
ing rhe.r shafts of malice with little car* 
where they will strike—a scene of pomp 
and ceremoniousnesH, a perfect revelation 
of the splendor and corruption of the pe¬ 
riod. Three of the greatest men of the 
day kneel at the bedside of the former 
milliner like flunkeys. 

"Then follows the scene with the King, 
where he takes hi* Du Barry on Ills 
knee, w'here he blows up the Are, and 
where she wheedle* and abuses him by 
turn, much a* men are coxzencd and 
made fools of by a mistress In ordinary 
bourgeois* life nowadays. Her display 
of rage and Indignation when she learn* 
that Louis has had Cosse under lock and 
key for eighteen month* is another dra¬ 
matic acene of Intense Interest, hut she 
eclipses even this when the wounded 
Cosse bursts Into her room through the 
window, bent on killing the King. Swoon¬ 
ing, he falls on her bed and is concealed 
by her under the coverlets as the King 
knocks impatiently at the secret door 
In the tapestry for admittance and the 
palace guard* search her- apartments for 
the man whom Louis know-s to Ike her 
lover and whom he believes to bo the 
arch plotter against hi* life. 

"Just as they retire and as La Du Bar¬ 
ry is rousing Cosse to urge l> s escape. 
Count Jean returns and discovers her se¬ 
cret. She, real.xtng herself in the power 
of her enemy, simply asks: "How much?'* 
He exacts from her, as the price of his al¬ 
ienee. her entire monthly allowance of 
# 0,000 louts. 

"Her love tor Cotse dominates her life. 
Whatever liberties the author has taken 
with history has been to build up a Du 
Barry Idealized by love. In a thrilling 
monologue In the second act she accuses 
herself of vacillation, and pictures the 
struggle between the promptings of vanity 
and honor which distract her whole be¬ 
ing. She wants to follow her faithful 
lover to a home In the country with flow¬ 
ers and trees around her. but she knows 
she cannot trust herself. The devil Is in 
the blood, and she tells Cosse so, warn.ng 
him that, though hi* wife, the day mu*c 
come when she will be the butterfly uga n 
anil be lured away from him by the dross 
and glitter of the life in the millinery 
•hop. with Its opportunities to meet the 
people of the beau monde. Mrs. Carter 
renders this scene with a touch of power¬ 
ful introspective realism, crouched upon a 
settee in the apartments of the elren, La 
Gourdan. and sunk within hers**!f as she 
unf.mls with bitter self-censure the In¬ 
tricacies of her unstable character for the 
delectation of the man who alone truly 
love* her. 

"The King** Jealousy is aroused. Du 
Barry, to distract his mind and to a.d the 
escape of her lover, plans a grand fete In 
the royal gardens before the dawn of ihc 
following morning. She. masquerading as 
Folly, Queen of France, setks to amure 
him by the most beautiful spectacular 
tricks and devices. Finally, having en¬ 
ticed him into a good mood, she ventures 
to ask her lover's pardon, in a moment 
Louis is furious. He is about to reknt 
however, when Jean Du Barry enter*. tJ 
say that he knits the whereabouts* of 
Cosse and of u liaison between him and 
the King's favorite. He Is about to ep. ak 
again when La. Du Hurry seizes a candel¬ 
abrum and knocks him senseless at Lur 
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feet. But the King Is determined to have 
Cozei at all costs, promising, however, to 
spare his life and simply place him In 
prison If La Du Barry shall disclose hts 
hiding jdace and acknowledge to the os- 
sembled court that the King is alone the 
one she loves. She does betray the hiding 
place of her lover to spare his life; but 
when It comes to defying her love for 
him, she refuses, and In a powerful scene 
disgraces Louis In the presence of his own 
courtiers. 

"The lost act occur* after a lapse of 
several years. Paris Is In the hands of 
the revolutionists. Louis XV. is long since 
dead, hi* successor has been sent to the 
guillotine, and soon after the beginning of 
the act we learn that the beautiful Du 
Barry, because of her association with 
royalty, is also condemned to death upon 
the scaflold. Her lover has Just been re¬ 
leased from h.s long confinement. And l* 
chosen by the Committee of Public Safety 
to read the death warrant to the one-lime 
favorite. He does this, promptly resolving 
to save her If possible. But his best ef¬ 
forts prove unavailing. The revolution¬ 
ists, eager for the blood of the fallen mil¬ 
liner, cry out for her life, and we last see 
her in the death cart, passing through the 
hooting. Jeering crowd, by the very shop 
of Labllle in which she once worked, on 
her way to the guillotine. For a second 
the tumbril stops and she sp<«ks to her 
lover and her cvcr-falthful servant. 
Denys. She Is all but overcome with fear; 
but the presence of Cqf*e gives her 
strength for the end, and she rides away 
with these last words upon her white, 
trembling Urs: 'Too bad wo d dn't pick

One week ago Col. Meffert retired from 
the management of the Templo Thenter 
after twenty-two years of service, which 
had left him broken in health, without 
financial resource and with debts which 
will sadden the remaining years of his 
life. He U* on old and broken mun. The 
fact that his rase I* by no mean* an un¬ 
common one In the world in which he has 
lived docs not prevent the feelings of sin¬ 
cere regret which the thousands of 
friends of the old manager feel for bis 
misfortune. The news of It brought forth 
eager offers of help from hundreds, and 
plans wore made to tide him over the 
worst. But against each of these CoL 
Meffert entered a determined protest, 
front which no persuasion could move 
him. 

Ills retirement means the loss of a pic¬ 
turesque figure from l»ulsvlUe‘s theatric¬ 
al life, the closing of the stock continuity 
which for five years past has borne hi* 
numc and the inauguration of a new pol¬ 
icy under a new management at the old 
and conservative Temple. 

The unfortunate stock company of this 
season, which met disaster with Col. Mef¬ 
fert. struggled bravely through n week 
of discouragement in the hope of winning 
back some small part of their losses, but 
the effort proved almost worse than use¬ 
less, and Inst night's performance ended 
an Ill-starred stay In Louisville. 

The contract of the theater has already 
passed Into the hands of J. D. Hopkins, 
the head of the syndicate of stock and 
vaudeville house* In Chicago. St. Louis 
end Memphis. Mr. Hopkins has already 
announced his determination to make the 
Temple a strolght vaudeville house, open¬ 
ing with a matinee on the Monday of 
Christmas week. So far as Louisville 1* 
concerned, clean and decent vaudeville 
as nn established policy is an experiment. 
Mr. Hopkins is In a position to make his 
offerings attractive and to present n grade 
of entertniners whose excellence exists 
not ulOne on paper.

Macauley’s—* 4 San Toy.” 

The August In Daly Musical Company 
will present "San Toy" at Macauley's 
three night*, beginning December 18. It i* 
a Chinese-English musical comedy, with 
a tilcely-adjusted mixture of Oriental and 
Occidental atmosphere and color. 

The flrst scene of "San Toy" Is In a 
small Chinese city, where a Mandarin is 
hiding his daughter. Instead of sending 
her to the Imperial palace at Pekin, a* 
the Emperor has commanded.

This story and some 
counterplot* are told In dialogue that Is 
wttty and humorous. 

One of the big successes of the play Is 
It* song*, a collection of great merit. 
Their words are lively and pleasantly 
versed, telling itmuslng ntorlei. More im¬ 
portant. the music is tuneful. The big 
Mandarin »lng» with his little wive* about 
their rnurrlrd life. In each verse he loses 
one, and so he is Anally free again and 
prepared to marry twelve more. San Toy 
sings of some of the advantages of being 
disguised as a boy, and later of her fond¬ 
ness for u "little bit of fun." The China¬ 
man, LI, sings about his desire to appear 
as a cockney swell, and about the sol¬ 
dier* of various nations In Chinn. The 
British attache sings "Tommy Atkins." 
All these songs and more are repeatedly 
encored, one In particular, is "Rhoda, the 
Girl Who Ran a Pagoda." one of the 
airiest, daintiest bits Imaginable. 

There are many graceful dunce* Intro¬ 
duced. The characters are well drawn, 
and are of natural and Interesting typ<*s. 
Mr. Samuel Collins has a role that Is ad¬ 
mirably adapted to his quaint style und 
method; It is that of LI. private secretary 
to the Mandarin, Yen How, and who has 
a penchant for pilfering the little belong¬ 
ings of the tourists. Paulu Kdwarde* is 
amusing and effective a* Dudley, the 
ma:d, and adds much to her performance 
by her singing and dancing. Marie Celeste 
Is seen as San Toy, Melville Stewart as 
Bobby, George K. Fortesqui' as the Man¬ 
darin.

BILL HAMAHAN 
TALKS OF BOXING 


Says Success In king De¬ 
pends Almost Entire¬ 
ly On Defense. 


THE BEST METHODS NOW USED 


Thinks Good Generalship Beats the 
Ability To Hit In the Lonp Kun. 


THE BLOWS WHICH WIN OUT. 


P UGILISTS are wont to discuss 
boxing In all Us feature*, and 
"Wild Bill” Hanrahan I* no ex¬ 
ception to the rule. He says of 
the game in general: 

"The success of boxing depends almost 
entirely on defense. The cleverer you are 
at blocking and covering up, the higher 
one will rank. Of course, a wallop Is a 
good thing to have handy, but a clever 
boxer la likely to tire a man out. Unless 
the si Iff punch touches the button eArly 
In the controversy, the wallop loses its 
value steadily. It don’t take many round* 
of clever boxing to reduce a knock-out 
wallop to a feble swing. With the slugger 
tired, the clever boxer can disregard wild 
awing*, cut In and soon win the battle. 

"Now. I have a wallop myself. But I 
do a little ’stalling/ too, and unless 1 
connect with a vital point early In the 
game, I believe In resorting to general¬ 
ship. 

"Feinting 1* necessary. You can make 
a path for a punch. A boxer must think. 
When blows are coming fast, lead, block 
and aide-step. If one thing doesn’t work, 
tactics must be changed. Study to de¬ 
ceive. If the old blow has fallen short, 
make a feint to use it again, but don’t 
let It go far. A foe Is likely to ’fair to 
th!a, ard !n brushing the punch, as he 
supposes, aside, his force carries hi* arm 
away from his face. Then smash. These 
bluff leads are great. 

"The first thing a successful boxer ac¬ 
quires In footwork Is to load and then 
get out of the way; and to atep, to deliver 
a blow, retreating again. A man must 
keep stepping backward and forward. 
Thus he gauges distance. A man must 
never lose* his balance. If overbalanced a 
light wuliop will topple him over. 

• t • 

"A good side-step, devised by Prof. Mc¬ 
Dermott. Is to use the advanced left foot 
as a plfot. bringing the right foot around 
to the right and turning the body to the 
left, so as to stand at right angles to 
where you stood before, the ball of your 
left foot never moving from the ground. 
Thus, an opponent. If rushing hard, may 
trip over the advanced left leg, or may 
come In for a smash on the left side of 
the face or on the heart from cither hand. 

"This la the way Bob Fltxslmmon* does 
It: ‘Step forward with the right foot, 
leaving the left foot stationary, at the 
same time swinging the right. The rght 
fool should come down about eighteen or 
twenty-four Inches in front of the left, 
the body helng sideways to the other 
man. the right rhoulder, of course. In 
front. Swing the right for the Jaw as 
you step forward, keeping yourself pro¬ 
tected. of course, with the left. If this 
swing lands, it will be a winner, for It 
will hav** all the Impetus of the moving 
body io give It force. But this punch doe* 
not alw'ayM land. Your opponent may 
throw up hi* hand* to atop it. In doing 
this he leaves hfs body open. Her** 1 * u 
chance. Bend the right knee and send In 
the left hand to the wind.* It was this 
solar plexus blow that enabled Fltx to 
knock out Corbett at Carson City. 

• • • 

•Tier© is another point: When an op- 
por.ent swings for the head with the left 
one can often avoid the fuU force of 
the Wow by stepping In instead of back, 
letting the swing pas® behind the neck. 
Then you have the man’s heart and khl- 
neya at your mercy. This plan enabled 
McGovern to wear down George Dixon. 
FVxrtwork Is the keynote of modem box¬ 
ing. It enabled Corbett to last twenty- 
three rounds with Jeffries*. In ducking a 
man must always keep hts Jaw protected 
wRh the left hand. 

"Hero arc some blows that get the 
money; A right uppercut to the Juw is a 
pretty one. To land it one mud be close 
up. Feint with rhe left to the stomach, 
at the same time leaving what looks to 
be a tempting opening for >xiur opionept's 
lWt to your Jaw lie may drop hts r.ght 
to block your left and at the same l.me 
try to take advantage o»f the opening to 
the Jaw Then I* wdicn it l» necessary to 
act quCrkly. As th** left corr,** to your 
jaw move your head to the left and let 
the blow go over your shoulder. Tnen 
step in ami with your right connect with 
the Jaw.

Tom Hays ami Bratton To Have 
Full Privileges of the 
Jockey Club.

N EW YORK, Dec. 14.—A. G. Spald¬ 
ing presided at to-day’s meeting 
of the National League. Tho 
New York, Boston. Cincinnati 
or Bt Louis clubs did not participate. 
Mr. Spalding made a short address tn 
which hs sold that he Intended to put 
baseball on the plane It occupied some 
years ago, and. If necessary, new clubs 
would be put In place of those deserting 
the League. 

A quorum was obtained for to-day’s 
meeting by an odd parliamentary ruling 
by the new president. Mr. Freedman had 
sent hls secretary. F. M. Knowles, to 
watch matters. When the meeting was 
called Mr. Knowles approached the door 
and peered in. Quick as a Hash hls name 
was called. There were four other clubs 
represented and Mr. Spalding ruled that 
New York be counted as present, thereby 
making a quorum. The mngnates then 
proceeded to business. 

The first order of business was the elec¬ 
tion of a new Board of Director* The 
election resulted In the choice of El>- 
betts. of Brooklyn; Soden, of Boston; 
Hart, of Chicago, and Drey fuss, of Pitts¬ 
burg. 

The following Board of Arbitration wu* 
selected: Spalding. Young, Soden. Hart. 
Rogers and Pull tarn. 

President Spalding appointed the fol¬ 
lowing committees: 

Constitution—Rogers. Hart. Brush. 
National Agreement—Hart. Brush nnd 
Rogers. 

Playing Rules—Hart. Hanlon. Reach 
The league placed the matter of a 
playing schedule In the hands of Presi¬ 
dent Spalding with full power to act. At 
the suggestion of Mr. Spalding the 
league unanimously decided to invite 
press representatives to all future meet¬ 
ings of the organization. 

The meeting was adjourned subject to 
the call of the chair. 

Andrew Freedman Issued a statement 
to-night In which he attneked President 
Spalding, going over much of the ground 
w’hlch he covered yesterday.

No Shoveling Required. 

The apparatus shown below almost 
speaks for itself as a time and troubld- 
suver. for nearly everyone knows by 
experience the unpleasant w'ork of 
cleaning out the furnace several times 
a week in winter. One great annoyance 
Is the scattering of dust iti the air, to 
settle latter all around the basement, 
some even being ran led through the 
flues Into the living rooms above, to be 
deposited on furniture and carpets. 
George Adams and Walter Howland, of 
Passaic, N. J.. have conceived tho idea 
of providing a recepiacle Into which 
the ashes may be shaken direct from 
the furnace, Inclosing the receptacle In 
an air-tight chamber, except for the one 
passage leading through the furnace 
Into the chimney. Of course, the re¬ 
ceiving can may be of any desire! 
shape and hize. and it is possible with 
Its use to allow several days’ shakings 
to accumulate, without Interfering 
with the ordinary working of the furn¬ 
ace. As It would be Impoiislble to lift 
a full receiving can out of the well be-

neath the furnace the? inventors make 
provision for rolling It to the opening 
on a car. and a lifting pulley Is sus¬ 
pended alrectly above the trap door to 
raise the can to the surface. If sev¬ 
eral cans are provided the ashes may 
easily be stored In the basement until 
the ashman comes to collect, and as the 
cans are emptied directly into the 
wagon there' 1 m no occasion for the use 
of a shovel or raising a dust in the 
house. 


Dermal Steaming Apparatus. 

Only a portion of the dermal steam¬ 
ing apparatus Invented by M. J. Fitz¬ 
gerald, of Boston, Mas?., is here Illus¬ 
trated. the inclosing hood which la the 
medium for applying steam or medi¬ 
cated vap«*rs to the face and scalp. A 
principal advantage of this form of ap¬ 
paratus Is that the mouth, nostrils and 
eyes are provided with free access to 
the outer air by means of tubular in¬ 
dentations in the face of tho mask sur¬ 
rounding these organs. Thus the pa¬ 
tient breathes the pure air freely, and 
the treatment may be prolonged to ob¬ 
tain the best possible results. A steam 
generator Is provided, with conduits 
leading to as many steamers as may be 
desired, and this arrangement of the 
apparatus Is especially designed for use

In barber shops and dermatologists’ 
parlors. The use of steam and medi¬ 
cated vapors in the cure of cutaneous 
diseases and blemishes Is already prac¬ 
ticed to a considerable extent, and these 
appliances are Intended to facilitate the 
treatment by arranging the hood and 
mask for comfortable and rapid adjust¬ 
ment. The hood Is supported by metal¬ 
lic bows, hinged together at the ends 
and adapted to fold back against the 
draining screen when not encircling the 
head. The mask Is simply an extension 
of the hood fitted with the inwardly 
projecting guards to surround the eyes, 
mouth and nose. The vapor generator 
consists of a small boiler, with gas or 
oil flame underneath, and either water 
or liquid medicaments may be vapor¬ 
ized.

Everything is in plain sight, I 
and the animal is not compelled to in- j 
sert It? head In a noo^e or to enter n 
cage In order to reach the bait. In this 
case the tempting morsel Is suspended 
within easy reach, but the Instant tho 
electrical circuit Is completed by the 
rodent Itself death ensues without the 
bait being disturbed. The trap con¬ 
sists of two metallic plates connected

vlded with the Invention, as the imen- j 
lion Is to utilize It to lift or i arllal y 
lift a vessel from the bed and then haul 
It nft until it clears the ground and 
floats again. A powerful system of 
gearing is securely attached to either 
v;dt‘ of the ship near the center from 
stem io st 6in. As soon as the vessel

of the gear train, the teeth of a small 
wheel meshing with gear teeth on on.* 
face ?f the post, which Is held rigidly 
against horizontal motion, but rises and 
falls with the revolution of the gear 
wheel. As soon as the posts axe well 
grounded the revolution of the gearing 
gradually transfers the weight of the 
ship from the ground, and when the 
vessel is lifted sufficiently tho cable 
running from the lower end of the post 
through a block on the prow to a wind¬ 
ing drum, is tightened until it pulls 
the vessel loose. Many tons can be 
lifted with the posts and gearing, and 
as the lower ends of the posts are sol¬ 
idly grounded when the weight of the 
ship is resting on them the pulling force 
of the cable should also be enormous. 
When not In use the posts may be lash¬ 
ed along the sides of the ship by wind¬ 
ing the cables up on the drums until 
they have lifted the posts and drawn 
them up to the blocks on either side of 
the prow. 


Pocket Battery Gauge. 

Electriclajis will appreciate the merits 
of the small Instrument presented In the 
cut, its use being to measure electric 
currents and test their strength. This Is 
especially desirable in bell wiring or fit¬ 
ting up electric gas lighters, as It shows 
quickly whether the current Is w’orklng 
properly and is sufficiently strong to 
ring the bell or ignite the gas. The de¬ 
vice Is shaped like a watch and may 
be carried In the vest pocket when not 
In use. The mechanism is simple and 
easily put in operation by the tester. A 
circuit Is formed from the wire It Is 
desired to test through the gauge by 
cutting the wire and Inserting the ends 
in the binding posts. Inside the case is 
an electro-magnet and a resistance coll, 
and In conjunction with the two is a 
spring which is attached at one end to

a gear wheel between the two posts. As 
soon as the circuit Is closed the magnet 
begins to attract the spring, and to 
show the strength of the current the 
taster turns the w inding stem to revolve 
the w’heel and pull the spring loose. As 
the wheel revolves it moves an Indicat¬ 
ing hand on the dial outside, and the 
position of the hand at the Instant the 
spring breaks loose from the magnet 
will Indicate the power of the current. 
While this instrument is particularly 
adapted to battery work, obviously it 
may be applied to the measurement of 
any source of electrical energy which 
will give current strength within Its 
capacity.

Wholesale Potato Peeler. 

Here is a machine which Is Intended 
for use in hotels and boarding-houses, 
where large quantiles of potatoes must 
be peeled every day to supply the de¬ 
mand for the table. It Is a French idea. 
Invented by Justin Blache, of Valence, 
and is operated In the following man¬ 
ner: The vegetables to be peeled are 
placed In a kind of barrel, the Inner 
periphery of w*hlch !s furnished with 
brushes of special construction, while 
the movable bottom, which is likewise 
provided with brushes, receives a rap.d 
rotary motion about a vertical axis, 
causing lhe tubers to revolve In same di¬ 
rection. and In consequence of the cen-

trifugal force thus developed to be con¬ 
stantly thrown against the fixed brush¬ 
es. which divests them of the r jackets, 
the tub meanwhile partially filled with 
water to aid in the scrubbing and clean¬ 
ing process. 'The brushes are made of 
either whalebone, bristles or horn, their 
stiffness serving to better peel the 
tubers. 


Coin-Sorting Machine. 

In banks, large stores and ticket of¬ 
fices it is no small task to sort the dif¬ 
ferent coins which go to make up the 
receipts of the business, and so John 
J. Hoey, of New York City, has design'd 
the machine shown In the accompanying 
illustration to perform this work expe¬ 
ditiously and accurately. The apparatus 
consists of a rotary barrel, having a 
continuous groove running around Its 
face from end to end. This birrel 1* 
Inclosed in a cylinder, having slots in 
the under side In line with the rings 
formed by the groove on the face of 
the roller, the length of the slots vary¬ 
ing to correspond with the various coins.

As the coins fall down¬ 
ward the crank Is turned to revolve the 
barrel, the e« lns working their way 
gradually along the groove, which feeds 
them toward the opposite end of tl*e 
barrel. As soon as each coin reaches 
the slot in the cylinder corresponding 
to Its size It drops through—first the 
dimes, then the pennies, nickels, quar¬ 
ters and halves. When the coin Is i 1 
“ground up" the drawers are withdraw^* 
from the machine and the different 
coins poured out for counting or stor¬ 
age.

CARNEGIE THE~ 

PRINCIPAL SPEAKER 


At Corner-Stone Laying of the New 
High School of Commerce At 
New York. 


Ncwr York, Dec. 14.—Andrew Carnegie 
was the principal speaker to-day at the 
laying of the corner-stone of the new 
High School of Commerce. Thig is the 
first free high school of commerce In 
this country. 

Mr. Carnegie said In part: 

“This school Is the pioneer High 
'School of Commerce In New York, or In 
the country, and It owes Us creation 
to the fact that tho United States has 
become the leading commercial nation 
In the export of Its products, even 
Britain being now second. The exports 
of our agricultural products have long 
been first among the nations, but re¬ 
cently we have entered into competi¬ 
tion with them In manufactured arti¬ 
cles which we formerly had to Import 
for our own wants. \V' arc ultimately 
to be the greatest manufacturers and 
exporters of articles In the world, as 
We have long been of food products, 
and such schools of commerce have 
become an imperative necessity In the 
great seaport of the Union." 

The building, as now planned, will 
idv.* Accommodation to from 1.200 to 
1,500 pupils, who will be given instruc¬ 
tion In every branch of knowledge tend¬ 
ing to tit them f »j the world of com¬ 
merce and finance. Tho structure will 
cost upwards of $300,000. It will be 
ready for occupancy in about eighteen 
months. It is the outcome of the ef¬ 
forts of the Chamber of Commerce and 
the trustees of Columbia University.

New* York, Dec. 13.—An entirely new 
feat in engineering will be attempted 
by the Pennsylvania railroad in Its tun¬ 
nel from Jersey City, under th© North 
river, under Manhattan Island, and 
then again under the East river to 
Brooklyn. 

The new* enterprise will cost, accord¬ 
ing to first eMImabtf. $40,000,000, but is 
capable of expansion. 

When the tunnel Is completed a trans¬ 
continental car. which started at San 
Francisco, can be hauled into the Brook¬ 
lyn station of the Long Island raa<j 
without having left the continuous fine 
of rails or touched a ferrybosit.

The Pennsylvania’s double tunnel be¬ 
neath the East river will be practically 
submerged bridges of steel, supported

Each tube subway wdll contain only a 
single track, so that the problem of 
veirUlation will be solved by the move¬ 
ments of the train* themselves, each 
train as it passes leaving behind it a 
vacuum, which the fresh air coming In 
behind it w’111 fill.

Commenting upon the fashionable 
wedding, the Near York Sun says: 

“The fact Is. the fashionable wedding 
is attended with a good deal of annoy¬ 
ance now. and th*re Is so much pub¬ 
licity and display about it that It par¬ 
takes of the nature of a social func¬ 
tion more than that of a religious event.
